HOSTILE "CLAN" SPIRIT. 


From Sir Martin Conway, M,P. 
To the Editor of "The Daily Telegraph." 


Sir,- It is well known that the Arabs of Palestine, far 
from being a united body, are divided into traditionally and 
violently hostile factions. Thus in Cerusalem the two 
families, Husseini and Nashashibi, are rivals of long standing. 
The former clan is represented at) the moment by the Grand 
Mufti, the latter by the Mayor. 


Their attempt to work up an apparently united front 
is domonstrated by the news that Ragheb Nashashibi, the Meyer 
of Jerusalem, is accompanying the Arab Delegation to London. 
But how real is this union ever likely to be? In any case, 
there are other factions no less inharmonious, and I wonder 
whether they also will be represented. 


The popular idea that the Arabs of Palestine cherish 
any common aim is an illusion, Any appearance of union among 
these warring elements, even when whipped up against the Bal- 
four Declaration and the Mandate, is likely to be deceptive. 
[It is highly improbable that the Arab Delegation, when it 
arrives in London, will in fact represent the reasoned opinion 
of the 4rab community as a whole. -

We may note in passing the contrast between this 
"reactionary" line and the yielding disposition in Egypt and 
India, The Arabs are to be given nothing; the Egyptians have 
been given and the Hindus promised, almost everything. What 
is the reason? The report of the Commission on Palestine 
showed that the Arabs have - to put it mildly - a definite 
grievance. They were induced to help us in the War by prom- 
ises which have been broken; they have reason to fear that 
they are being edged out of their own country. But they have 
no vote in Great Britain, where the Zionists are both organ- 
ised and influential. These are practical considerations, 
well understood by the Labour politician; but what, perhaps, 
he does not understand is the danger of leaving the Arabs 
under a bitter sense of grievance. It is not merely that we 
have to fear a rising in Palestine, supported from Trans jord-

question in which, to be frank, justice is on their side.

LORD PASSFIELD set the interests of the Zionists above the 
interests of the Empire in thus dismissing the Arats with 
a grievance unredressed.

IN THE WAKE OF THE REPORT. 


ARAB HOPES AND JEWISH FEARS 
(By Our Jerusalem Correspondent ) 


Before the Shaw Commission had left Palestine local 
opinion, Arab and Jewish, made up its mind about what was to 
be the main trend of its findings. The case for the Arabs 
had been given an wiexpectedly full hearing: for the first 
time since the British Occupation they experienced the novel 
and encouraging feeling that their long-standing grievances 
were the object of a sympathy and a publicity which had 
hitherto been largely confined to the Jews with their greater 
resources in influencing foreign opinion. The Jews, on the 
other hand, became more and more aware as the inquiry pro- 
gressed that not oniy wore they fighting against the open 
and natural hostility of the Arabs, but that the sentiments 
of both the local administration and the Uommissicn were not 
friendly towards them. 


When the Report was published each side found its antici- 
pations realized - even, in the case of the Jews, more than 
realized, 


The 4rab, ignoring minor details of light and shade in 
the Report, does not hesitate to say that he has "won his 
case." He does not quite imply that the Commission has 
uttered a verdict of "justifiable homicide”: he means, rather, 
that his repeated charges of injustice against the operation 
of the Balfour Declaration have at last been solemnly and 
fully endorsed by an independent court of inquiry, and that the 
way now lies open for awarding him those political rights which 
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(Continuation) 


had been denied him through the policy of the Jewish National 
Home. 


The leading Arab paper, Falastin, deprecates the two 
proposed Commissions on |oslem and Jewish rights at the Wail- 
ing Wall and on the working of the Nandate, "which will only 
stir up afresh the fire of enmity and induce fresh doubt as 
to the intentions of the Mandatory Power"; it urges the Home 
Government to rest content with the recommendations and 
explanations of the Shaw vommission, since "no other committee 
will ever draw up a better report," and that other Commissions 
"can do no good, whether to Government, Arabs or Jews, but will 
rather increase the feelings of hostility between the three 
parties." 


The Arabs claim that they can no longer be reasonably 
deprived of a Parliament (in which they will have a four-to- 
one majority, with power to control Jewish immigration and 
Jewish land settlement) except by nullifying the Commission's 
carefully considered findings. 


A SEVERE SCOLDING 

The Jew, for his part, is still dazed at the unaccount- 
able workings of Providence under a British Mandate. The 
vommission, it is true, admits that the August disturbances 
took the form of a "vicious attack by Arabs on Jews" (in the 
course of which Jews suffered to the tune of 133 killed, 339 
wounded and six colonies wholly destfoyed). Yet the Jew is 
thereupon given what he interprets as a severe scolding, 
before the eyes of the entire world, by three of the four 
visiting Commissioners, and threatened with the prospect of 
crippling restrictions to be imposed on his future attempts 
at reviving the moribund lana pf Palestine - a task, he pro- 
tests to the world, at which he has persevered largely in 
Tesponse to the encouragement of the League of Nations and 
under the guidance and supervision of Great Britain. When, 
in spite of this British Supervision, public security breaks 
down, the bulk of the blame is placed on him, with specific 
charges of misusing privileges of immigration and land~pur- 
chase (jn neither of which was the Jew granted preferences 
over others), privileges which it was open to the Adminis- 
tration to modify or curb at any time and to any extent 
during the past 10 years. 


Mir. MacDonald's statement of April 3, however, took 
some of the edge off Arab hopes and Jewish fears, so that 
neither side sees in the Shaw findings a judgment against 
which there can be no appeal. 


Any expectation that the publication of the findings 
would create a tension culminating in further disorder has 
been wholly belied. The almost exemplary peacefulness which 
marked the Eastern complex of Christian, Moslem, and Jewish 
religious celebrations may be accepted as proof that the fever 
of feeling has, at least temporarily, abated, and that neither 
party supposes that anything is to be gained by further agi- 
tation. 








The after-effects of last August are still a feature in 
local life. Robust, cheerful, pereg dent looking British police 
and military are a conspicuous and welcome sight Sven yeas: 
Trials for the August murders @re still éragging along (eouen 
the Press reports of them are becoming more perfunctory). 
ruined Jewish colonies are still derelict.. The burnt-out ruins 
of Motza, on the main road near Jerusalem, are a pitiful relic 
of one of the worst episodes. The boycott of las’ winter has 
spent itself so far as Arab trading with Jews is concerned, but 
it has resulted in a general oxodus of Jewish traders and resi- 
dents from centres where Arabs are numerous, and speeded up the 
building of special Jewish commercial centres in Jerusalen and 
Haifa. 


PEACH AND ORDER 


After Haster the Government paid out a number of compen- 
sation claims - chiefly, of course, to Jews. The sums awarded 
provoked bitter diséppointment and resentment; in most cases 
the amount did not exceed 10 per cent. of the sum claimed. The 
Government had allotted £100,000 to meet these claims, but in 
its assessment of damages it excluded all clains arising out of 
destroyed building fabric, looted jewelry, and money, as well as 
“articles of luxury" (including libraries and silk wearing 
apparel), and it allowed only 30 per cent. of the remaining 
claims. Families were compensated for murdered members at the 
rate prescribed by the Ottoman Code - £250 for each adult. The 
special Jewish Relief Fund has been husbanded carefully. It is 
being applied to cases of immediate necessity (after the riots 
the number of Jewish refugees was 14,000), towards assisting 
rebuilding of premises, re-settling families forced to find 
other homes, creating endowment funds for widows and orphans, 
and restoring means of livelihood to victims whose cases cannot 
be met by the small Government compensation. 


CP 


Secret arming has undoubtedly been going on among both 
Arabs and Jews. This is understandable. The complete collapse 
of public security for nearly a week after August 23 was an un- 
nerving ordeal and secret arming by respectable Arab and Jewish 
citizens has followed as naturally as it did in Egypt among 
British and other residents after the troubles in 1919. Such 
action, however, illegal, does not necessarily prove the exist- 
ence or growth of a dangeroy 1sly pugnacious spirit in the popu- 
lation. It certainly indicates a fear, amply justified by the 
proved unreliability in easrgencies o- the native police force. 
This fear can pass only with the peeve bee reorganisation of the 
Palestinian police. Meanwhile Transjo:-dan remains an open 
market for trafficking in arms, and the Beduin population, mov- 
ing unhindered between the territories of Transjordan and Pal- 
estine, provide handy middlemen. ~»

INDIAN MOSLEMS AND PALESTINE, 


RESOLUTIONS OF BOIBAY CONFERENCE. 


The following resolutions which were unanimously 
adopted by the All-India Moslem Conference for Palestine, 
sitting in Bombay, were communicated to the Palestinian Arab 
Delegation which is now in London:- 


This Conference of the Moslems of India hereby 
declares that the Holy Land of Palestine, being included in 
the Jazirat ul Arab, is the trust of the whole Moslem world 
and not of the Mussalmans of Palestine alone, and that, there- 
fore, the Indian Moslems are deeply concerned with regard to 
the existing situation in Palestine and its future adminis- 
tration. 


While Moslems have permitted both Christians and Jews 
to worship in Palestine according to the tenets of their 


respective Faiths and to visit it as pilgrims for centuries 
together, they cannot, at this stage, permit it to be used as 

a dumping ground for the Jews of the entire world to the exclus- 
ion and detriment of the original inhabitants of Palestine, the 
vast majority of whom are Moslems who used to live in perfect 
peace and harmony with the Christians and Jewish inhabitants 
before the Balfour Declaration was made. 


The Moslems of India cannot tolerate poor Palestinian 
Moslems being brought out of their ancestral lands by the immi- 
grants, and must insist on a change of policy on the part of the 
Administration and the enactment of a Land Alienation Act to 
prevent lands from passing out of the hands of the original 
inhabitants of Palestine, 


Similarly, the Moslems of India cannot tolerate Jewish 
monopolies being created which would before long make the pro- 
posed Jewish Home, according to the Balfour Declaration, a purely 
Jewish State, such as the Zionists clearly desire to establish 
in Palestine. 


The only effective means for doing justice to the ori- 
ginal inhabitants of Palestine is the establishment of a free 
and independent Govermient there, in accordance with the princi- 
ples of self-determination, composed exclusively of its original 
inhabitants and free from any Mandatory control, whether in the 
interests of Zionism or of Imperialism. 


This Conference, therefore, resolves that both the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate must go. 


whereas the Moslem world cannot tolerate any changes in 
the status quo ante bellum in connexion with the arrangement and 
administration of its Holy Places in deference to any other

community, and insists that the same be continued unchanged, 
this Conference considers the appointment of a Commission of 
Inquiry with regard to the question of the Wailing Wall in 
Jerusalem, for which Great Britain has obtained the sanction 
of the League of Nations, to be wholly unnecessary and dan- 
serous and, therefore, this Conference emphatically opposes 
its appointment. 


A Deputation is to be sent to Europe to render all 
possible help and assistance to the Moslems of Palestine; a 
permanent committee of the All-India Moslems for Palestine is 
to be appointed, and propaganda is to be conducted in Islamic 
countries. 

Although the Commission appointed for inquiring into 


the Palestinian disturpances of 1929 did not possess the 
confidence of the Moslem world, yet it has admitted that ; 


the principal cause of the breach of peace was that the Jews 
had deliberately provoked the Arabs by insulting their 

religion, and, erervore, this Conference demands that the 
Goverment of Palestine, for the sake of peace and tranquillity, 
and in order to promote good will among the inhabitants of 
Palestine, should rorthwith release all those Moslem Arabs who 
have been convicted as the result of the riot. 


This Conference decides to celebrate Palestine Day all 
over India, Burma, and Ce} a after the Juma prayers on Friday, 
Miay 16, It fully appreciates the efforts of the Arab Dele- 
gation in London in securing the just rights and claims of 
their countrymen, and the integrity of the Holy Places in 
Palestine, and assures them of the entire support and sympathy 
or Indian Iussalmans with their mission.

THE PROBLEM OF THE PRASANT 


The Government has at last appointed a committee to 
enquire into the economical condition of the peasant.

+... after reading the terms of reference carefully, 
we were disappointed. The present grievances of the peasant 
may be divided under the following heads:- 


) Unjust and unbearable taxation. 
) Protection against foreign grower. 
) Legislation to protect the retention of sufficient 
land. 
Credit facilities to improve the productivity of lend. 
Education to know the best means of increasing the 
@ yield of the land. 


As far as we understand the commission, within the 
terms of reference, is to recommend fiscal measures to be 
adopted by the Government in relation to the economic condi- 
tion of the peasant. This means Land taxation and Food Taxes. 
Supposing that the commission finds for the peasant's con- 
tention and recommends a lowering of Land taxes and increase 
of duty on foodstuffs imported, even then the problem of the 
peasant is not solved. It will no doubt be a relief but it 
never could be a satisfactory or a permanent solution, 


All the problems of the peasant are inter-related. 
The peasant is selling his land through economic pressure and 
through ignorance. It is his ignorance, which ought to be 
fought by the Government. 


Before any relief is given, it must be assured that 

the peasant of to-day shall be the peasant of to-morrow and 

@ therefore legislation to forbid the sale of land, where the 
land is barely sufficient or insufficient must be brought in. 
iviction of tenants ought to be stopped and a Law should be 
made by which a hereditary tenant can compel an absentee land- 
lord to sell his land to the tenant. These measures were 
adopted with great success in other countries. 


Credit facilities too are quite as necessary as other 
measures. The present holdings are quite insufficient if cul- 
tivated according to the present methods. To improve more 
capital is necessary. In places where machinery is to be used 
for irrigation, the Government ought to instal for different 
farms which are to be irrigated from it and collect water rate. 


Without education neither credit nor production will do 
any lasting good. The peasant must be educated in the best 
methods of Agriculture. 


Having explained these problems briefly, we reiterate 
that all these are co-relative and ought to be taken collectively 
and not piecemeal. Perhaps the commission will find, like the 
Shaw Commission that it must interpret its terms liberally or 
finding this necessity will apply to H.E.. the High Commissioner 
to stretch the terms.

A WELCOLE ADDITION 


Since the above article was written, we learn that in 
an interview which the vice-President of the Palestine Arab 
Executive had with H.E. the High Commissioner, he was informed 
that there were orders from London for a temporary stoppage of 
Immigration until Sir John Hope Simpson reported. This was, 
of course the only logical attitude to adopt, but as most of 
the grievance against immigration is about the Land question, 
an order ought to have been issued prohibiting any further 
alienation of land. We think that it would allay the public 
excitement a great deal if the Government issues a detailed 
statement about the stand which the Colonial office is taking 
in these matters.

PROPOSES CANTONS IN HOLY LAND TO ENCOURAGE 


SELF-GOVERNMENT . 


Plan Similar to Switzerland System will be 
Submitted by Palestine Administration to 
British Colonial © ce - May Objections 
Raised to Idea by Jews. 


The most remarkable bit of news that has come out of 
Palestine since last August is the information that the Pal- 
estine Government is preparing for submission to the Colonial 
Office in London a plan aiming at the cantonization of the 
Boly Land, The proposal, which will be modelled after the 


plan in use in Switzerland, would divide the country into 

about 15 subdivisions, cach of which would have a sub-governor 

of its own, with a large measure of autonomy, A canton would 

be Jewish, Arabic or Christian, according to the population of 
the district. Thus, it is said, that one of the cantons might 

be called "Judea." The all-Jewish city of Tel Aviv, with its 
population of about 40,000, would form the nucleus of the 

canton. A number of outlying Jewish colonies would be included - 
to form a total population of 70,000. 


Nothing has been said either by the Palestine Adminis- 
tration or by the London Government that would verify the re- 
port. At the present stage it seems so full of Loopholes that 
the plan could never wor! The question that sugzests itselr 
at once is: In which canton would Jerusalem be placed? Sixty 
per cent of its population is Jewish. The rest is largely 
Arabic. But Jerusalem is also a holy city for the Christian 
religion. Under whose authority would it be placed? Obviously, 
the institution of the canton system, es far as Jerusalem is 
concerned, might start an international conflict of serious 
proportions.

The serious fact remains, and is admitted by the Com- 
mission, that there is little prospect of successful Jewish coloni- 
sation or of the peaceful and progressive development of the Arabs 
unless the friction between the two races is removed. The friction 
is irremovable so long as we attempt to carry out the orazy policy 
of the Balfour Declaration and to create in Palestine a Jewish 
Natiorial Home. It is preposterous to imagine that the 650,000 
Arabs are going to see their interests sacrificed to the prejudices 
of some 140,000 Jews, many of whom have no connection with Palestine 
and are quite recent immigrants. There is only one way out of the 
business and that is for the British Government to clear out and to 
set about doing this now without any delay.

. «+» © « « - There is no particular ground to complain of the 
general conclusion, which is that the Government should issue with- 
out delay a clear statement of their policy in regard to Palestine 
and its government. But we cannot help feeling that its eagerness 
to probe for ultimate oauses (which is the business of much higher 
authorities) has led the Commission to take rather too slighting a 
view of its immediate mission. Whether Mr. Snell (who signs a 
minority report) is right in laying a far greater degree of blame 
for the outbreak than his colleagues do on the arabs and their 
leaders may be a matter of opinion. But we are sure he is right 

in the graver view which he takes of the responsibility of the 
British officials. They were the persons really responsibie for 
the maintenance of order in Palestine. That is what they are there 
for; and from whatever cause they failed. No purpose is served by 
glozing this fact or seeking other scapegoats. "Don't you worry 
about responsibility", General Plumer told a Zionist deputation. 
"J']11 take the responsibility. That's ny affair". That is the 
proper spirit; and it was lamentably little in evidence in August 1929.

PALESTINE REPORT 


Views of the Arabs. 


The Arsh Palestine Delegation yesterday informed Reuter's 
Agency that it had carefully studied the report of the Committee of 
Inquiry and had come to the conclusion that the dosument as a whole 
gave a fair description of the situation. 


The delegation, however, objects to the fashion in which 
the Dead Sea Concession question was treated by the Commissioners, 
who, in their opinion, have regarded this matter from one angle only, 
and have clearly not deeply studied the question, 

The delegation thinks that in the report the Arabs have 
been very fairly treated, inasmuch as they have been relieved of ay 
responsibility for the disturbances. But as regards the blame 
attached to them for explaining their grievances to the People, and 
thus oreating the excitement that culminated in disturbances, the 
delegation cannot regard this as a serious accusation, because in 
their view it is the bounden duty of leaders, political or religious, 
to explain their own standpoint. The delegation believes that this 
document will prove a historical one for Palestine. 


As.to Mr, Snell's reservation, the delegation asserts 
that even before his spointment he was pro-Zionist.

Ceecece The trufh is that the warrant of appointment contained «4 
letent contradiction, since it was extremely improbably that any 
intelligent or useful recommendations for preventing a recurrence of 
the recent troubles could be made if only the immediate, and not the 
ultimate, causes of these troubles were taken into account.

The Commissioners had either to perform something more than the first 
of their two tasks or else fail adequately to perform the second task 
that had been assigned to them. Palestine has suffered too much 
from equivocal documents already.

both Arabs and Jews. “We have moral if not contractual oblisations 
towards the two peoples which we may find ouselves unable to discharge 
in full. And the most serious fexsture in the situation is that we are 
working against time. The Palestine Mandate is of the "A" class, 
which means that the mandatory is pledged to educata the people of 
jihe country to govern themselves at the earliest possible data. 
‘Palestine and Syria are now surrounded by countries which are either 
completely independent already or sre on the verge of becoming so:

: But we were never under the delusivun that a 
Commission appointed practically by those whose first 
business it was to maintain lay and order, should find 
that there had been a lapse of that elementary duty. 

As to the victins of Arab violence, the report reminds 
us of nothing so much as one to which the historian 
DUBNOW refers that was issued by the Russian Goverment 
when it inguired into the Kishineff pcgroms. . The Jews 
must not escape blame, it declared, for the simple 
reason that they were there! Hed they not been there, 
it is manifest they would not have been outraged! 

It is true that in the present report this method 

of ratiocination is somewhat modified, because the 
Commission attaches blame to our people, not that they 
were in Palestine, but that they were there to the 
extent and in the numbers which immigration during 
recent years has resulted in. But it is only right 

to add that the Commission comes to its conclusion 

on this head only by entirely ignoring the somewhat 
important fact that, during the last decade or more, Jews, 
at the invitation of the Mendatory Power concurred in by 
the other Powers of the wald, heve been striving to 
build up in Palestine a National Home for the Jewish 
People. The work which Jews have incidentally done for 
the country, and the immense benefits they have 
conferred upon the land, do not appear to have influenced 
the Commissioners in the least in their estimate of 

the Palestine position. It may be that they were 
driven to this attitude by the necessity they felt for 
excnerating the Palestine Administration on the 

one hand and not unduly blaming the Arabs on the other.

Our duty of providing land for Jewish settlement is 
clear; equally clear is our obligation to prevent the ill- 
treatment of the Arab cultivator. The Arab leaders claim that 
Jewish immigration has meant the creation of a landless Arab proletar- 
iat. he position before the Jewish advent was that a number of 
customary tenants with no security of tenure scratched a miserable 
livelihood out of the improverished soil. Their position to-day 
can hardly be worse than it used to be. Actually, as a result of 
resettlement and compensation, it is in many cases materially 
better. It is a strong point which Dr. Weizmann makes when he 
writes that among the hundreds of Arabs who have been prosecuted 
for complicity in the riots " there was not one who could be des- 
cribed as a tenant evicted by us. Had there been even a single 
case of that description the most would have been made of it 
against us in the evidence before the Commission." The Arab 
tenant may need protection, but as yet it is not against the 
Jewish new-comers. The evidence of the last ten years affords no 
support to the thesis that Jewish land purchase and immigration 
have materially damaged the Arab interests; instead it underlines 
the view that the Jews are at last bringing prosperity to Pales- 
tine, as they have often done to other countries in the past.

JEW AND ARAB. 
PALESTINE COMMISSION'S REPORT. 


To the Editor of the Manchester Guardian. 


Sir,- As president of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, it 
is my duty to lay before the British public a statement con- 
cerning some of the points raised by the "Report of the 
Commission on the Palestine Disturbances of August, 1929." 


The task set to the Commission by His Majesty's 
Government was to"inquire into the immediate causes which led 
to the recent outbreak in Palestine and to make recommendations 
as to the steps necessary to avoid a recurrence." The 
Commissioners have found that "the outbreak in Jerusalem ...... 
was from the beginning an attack by Arabs on Jews," and that 
the further riots also "took the form, for the most part, of a 
vicious attack by Arabs on Jews accompanied by a wanton destruc- 
tion of Jewish property. We never doubted that this was the 
case, but we welcome the facts having now been officially estab- 
lished. 


The Prime Minister stated in the House of Commons on 
April 3 that the Government is now studying the various recomn- 
endationg of the Commission with a view to dealing with the 
immediate causes of the outbreak and to prevent a recurrence. 
We have full confidence that the question of security will be 
satisfactorily solved by his Majesty's Government. 


While we are by no means prepared to accept all the 
findings of the Commission upon the immediate causes of, and 
responsibility for, the outbreak, it is the part of the report 
the goes beyond the terms of reference laid down by the Secre- 
tary of State which, in our view, most urgently calls for a 
reply. The Commission has thought it necessary to enter upon 
major questions of policy, such as land settlement and immi- 
gration matters reserved to his Majesty's Government, and (with 
the exception of ..7r. Snell, whose "Note of Reservations" is a 
document alive with human sympathy) the Commissioners have done 
so in a manner which shows a complete lack of understanding of 
the world-wide Jewish problem for which s remedy is being sought 
in Palestine as well as of the solemn international pledges 
which form the basis of Great Britain's mandatory responsibilities. 


"The outbreak," says the report, "neither was, nor was 
intended to be, a revolt against British authority in Palestine. 
This statement ignores the fundamental fact that the very justi- 
fication of British authority over Palestine is in the mandate 
which is the charter of the national home for the Jewish people. 
The report finds that the fundamental cause of the outbreak in 
"the Arab feeling of animosity and hostility towards the Jews, 
consequent on the disappointment of their political and national 
aspirations and the fear for their economic future," and adds in 
another connection that the "great benefits" conferred on the 
country by Jewish inmigration and Jewish work “have been, as it 
were, incidental to the main purpose of the enterprise, and did 
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not form part of the original design." This is indeed an 
amazing comment on the policy of the Jewish National Home; 
for, while we are glad that our work by its very nature 
benefits the Arab population, and it is our intention that 
it should, we cannot accept the premise implied in this and 
other passages of the report that our right to live in Pal- 
estine is affected by fears entertained, or dependent on 
advantages derived, by its Arab inhabitants. Cn the strength 
of our historical connection with Palestine, a nationsl home 
was assigned to us in that country by the unanimous verdict 
of the civilised world. We are in “slestine "as of right, 
and not on sufferance." 


I do not propose to deal here with all the points 
in the report which can, and will, be challengod on grounds of 
fact, but I must refer particularly to two points. It is said 
that "Palestine cannot support a larger agricultural population 
than it et present carries, unless methods of farming undergo 4 
radical change....." but the very essence of our work is precise- 
ly to produce such "a radical change," and after fifty years' 
experience of our colonisation we affirm that room can be found 
for tens of thousandsof additional Jewish farmers in the country 
without infringing on the legitimate interests of the Arabs. The 
report alleges against us that we are creating a landless pro- 
letariat. In reality the total of Arab tenants displaced by us 
is small, and the overwhelming majority of them have been, with 
our assistance, re-cstablished on the land. Further, we contend 
that there was no connection between these alleged agrarian 
grievances and the disturbances of August, 1929. Among the hun- 
dreds of Arabs who have appesred in the law courts on charges of 
complicity in the riots there was not one who could be described 
as a tenant evicted by us. Had there been even a single case of 
that description the most would heve been made of it against us 
in the evidence before the Commission. The report suggests that 
Jewish immigration has exceeded the absorptive capacity of the 
country, and even charges the Jewish Agency with a serious depart- 
ure from the agreement embodied in the White Paper of 1922. This 
allegation is based solely on the economic crisis of 1926-7. What- 
ever the causes of the crisis, there is no evidence of its having 
adversely affected the Arabs, while the Jewish unemployed were 
admittedly cared ror by ourselves; and, whereas the richest coun- 
tries in the world still struggle with acute unemployment, in 
Palestine there is now a shortage of labour. The balance of ten 
years of our work in Palestine is that, although the Jews have 
increased by 100,000, and the Arabs, whose numbers had previously 
been almost stationary, have also increased by 100,000, the entire 
population is now employed, at wages and under conditions much 
petter than were even known in Palestine before. 


The alleged fears of the Arabs "for the economic future" 
have led three Commissioners to suggest that our immigration should 
be curtailed and our freedom to purchase land be restricted. There 
can be no national home without men and without land; and either 
Limitation would mean for us a virtual cancelling of the policy of 
the mandate, would reduce us to a position inferior to that which 
we face in any other country, and would turn the very name of the 
Jewish ilational Home into derision. 


fe welcome the declaration made by the Prime -inister on 
April 3 that his Majesty's Government stands by the policy of the 
mandate; and we welcome its endorsement by the leaders of the two 
Oppositions. we Jews cannot wish for any greater assurance than we 





have received from the three responsible leaders of the British 
nation; and we look forward with the fullest confidence to the 
statement in which his Majesty's Government will give a detailed 
and concrete exposition of its future policy in alestine. 


}eantime I declare,in the name of the millions of Jews 
organised in the Jewish Agency for Falestine: It has been the 
privilege of ovr generation to set its hand to the work for 
which our ancestors have waited and prayed; and we do so under 
the auspices of the nation whom the united voice of world 
Jewry has asked to assume the mandate. We have laid the found- 
ation of our National Home in Palestine. The work which we 
have begun we shall continue. We shall not desert our ideal 
and our pioneers.

ARAB AND JEW. 


It is too much to hope that either Arab or Jew will be 
satisfied with the findings of the Commission on the disturbances 
in Palestine. Yet it does seem to us, on a first glance at least, 
an attempt at a just view of the situation. Siaiteus 


«@ oan hardly think it wise in the Zionists to rest a 
policy on the support of British bayonets. It is not a good 
precedent for a people placed as their people are placed, either 
in Palestine or elsewhere. If they are to establish themselves 
in the country it must be with the good will of the local inhabi- 
tants. Wor can they contest, in logic or in justice, the demands 
of the Arabs for a certain measure of self-government. How can 
the Jews, who everywhere claim to be in the van of Liberal and 
democratic movements, resist the principle of majority rule in 
this special case? The Commission asks of the Government a 
declaration of policy which will help to remove these Arab appre- 
hensions. There should be some assurance on these points in 
particular - that the rights of non-Jewish communities be safe- 
guarded; that immigration should not be forced, ahd that the 
peasantry should not be dispossessed. The Zionists may be tempted 
to oppose these reasonable requests; but before they commit them- 
selves let them well consider the alternative: they may force 
their people upon Palestine; but they cannot keep them there. Nor 
can they protect them against the animosity of a turbulent and 
powerful race which has its main strength outside the borders of 
the country. The only way to success is to reduce their ideas to 
the level of what is reasonable and what is possible and base 
their hopes upon the goodwill of those who must be their neigh- 
bours.

Snell - are witness of its 
comprehensive impartiality. We hope profoundly that it may 
command general acceptance, although that prospect, because 
of the inevitable way in which questions of major policy have 
been touched upon, is remote. It was, however, always absurd 
to suppose that major policy could actually be divorced from 
the Commission's duties, which appear to have been accomplished 
with zeal, conscientiousness and openness of mind.

Whatever may be said against the Report of the 
Palestine Commission of Inquiry, no om can deny that the 
Commissioners wers impartial. They went to Palestine with 
an open mind; they returned from Palestine With a mina full, 
possibly too full, of the various aspects of what is obviously, 
though certain people have at times pretended to deny it, @ 
capital problem in statesmanship. However the British Govern- 
ment act upon this Report, moreover, the document will surely 
be an historic one. That the Commissioners were conscious 
that this would be so is very evident from their writings. 


Few observers, howover, will oontend that an adequate 
Report might not have been drawn up in less space. It is 
desirable, in thesy circumstances, to attempt to separate the 
academic features of it from its treatment of the fundamental 
problems of Palestine. Wo ought to say here that we accept the 
majority statement thet, "the fundamental cause, without which 
in our opinion disturbanaes either would not have occurred or 
would bave been little more then # local riot, is the Arab fecling 
of snimosity and hostility towards the Jews consequent upon the 
disappointment of their political and national aspirations and 
foar for their economic future." (My. Snell, on the other bandp 
shares the normal Zionist viow that "many of the immediate causes 
of the riots of August last were of a temporary rather than of a 
fundamental character, end were due to fears and entipathies 
which, I am convineed, the iuslim and Arab leaders awakened and 
fostered for political needs". ) In other words, we do not 
believe that the problem is one merely of administration, but are 
profoundly convinced of the urgent necessity of re-defining 
British policy in Palestine, so that the local edministrators 
may know dofinitely whither they are going, or at least attempting 
tO go. No Administration, however strong, determined and 
ruthless, cau successfully pursue a policy that is vague, irreso- 
luto and contradictory. It is wholly unfair that any Sdminis- 
tration should be asked to do so. We shall return to this point.

sececceeeoh Glear statement of British policy in Palestine is 
absolutely and urgently necessary. It has been constantly 
purked since Mr. Winston Churchill issued the famous Memorandum 
of 1922 (whih, as the Commissioners point out, was never acted 
upon in spirit by the Zionists). In the cloudy end groping 
interval, both sides, Avab and Jew, have been hoping for the best. 
The “record™ immigration of 1925 considerably heartened the Jaws; 
the subsequent’ emigration from Palestine of Jows heartened the 
4rabs, who began to think seriously that the Zionist movement was 
dying of inanition. Above all, the illusion that the problem of 
Palestine was in process of disappearing was entertained by the 
British euthoritics at home, who, encouraged by the lack of 
incident during Lord Plumer's régime, were led into a fool's 
Paradise. If there had been in Palestine no problems to solva, 
Lord 2lumer’s régime would have been wholly admirsble. It is the 
fate of his unfortunate successor to show thet denial of the 





existonce of problems is not synonymous With their elimination. 
The gonstent dropping of eee disdain may wour away some stones, 
but not the stones of the Holy Land. To hold the ring firmly 
mey or may not be good administration: to grope for a policy 

is certainly not good statesmanship. It is much more through 
our vagueness than through our weakness that we, or, rather, the 
unhappy inhabitents of Palestine, are paying the penalty. 


In Arab, Jewish, and British interests, therefore, the 
policy of ths Mandstory Power in Palestine must be defined.

land, the possibility of finding in Trans-Jordan homes for such 
frabs in Palestine who are uow living on land which tho Zionists 
wish to purchase and so forth - until the British Government has 
really addressed itself to the problem, there will be no lasting 
peace in Palestine. ...ccccccrescceces 


eecoeessesTho Palestine problem is a genuine problem. Its real 
nature has been observed. The lines of its solution have been 
blithely ignored. The inevitable has been classed as tha 
accidental. Now there must be a straightoning-out. That in 
its solution there may be disappointment in store for both Arab 
end Jew is possible. But for the sake of thosea two Semitis 
peoples, and especially for thse sake of the namo of Great Britain 
in the world, and perticularly in the Bast, this problem must be 
clarified. Let us have an end of fair and fiddling words, and 
evidence of a little real thought. Too long the matter has

Great Britain ought to realise that 
in Palestine, as anywhere else, a house divided against itself? oamot 
x oe The time is peculiarly ripe, therefore, for something more than 
verbal and pious hopes of this kind. If the creation of a united people 

in Palestine is really possible, it is the duty of the Mandatory Powor . 
to set out much more elearly than has yet been done the lines of its 
reglisation; if, on the other hand, it is not thought possible, but that 
other solutions - whether as a bi-racial State, or by means of com tonmenty, 
or howsoever else Palestine is to develop - are better to aim at, the 
change of policy should be boldly enunciated. It is really intolerable 
that after ten yoars' administration wea should not know, in effect, 
whether Palestine is to be treated as part of Arabia or as an extension 
of Europe, whether it is to resemble such countries as Switzerland or 
South Afriea or Cenada or Ireland, or whether the ultimate self-govern- 
ment of the Holy Land is independant of whetber there is a Jowish majority 
Or not.

an honourable zeal to discover the truth and an entirely proper sagerness 
to remedy admitted svils, have bean reproached with going beyond their 
terms of reference. But ti eir Report would heve been analytically 
worthless if, efter attributing the outbreak not to any specific circum- 
stance but to a general fear, it had failed to set forth the conditions 
by which that fear had been fostered. Tracing the trouble to its roots 
they find the cause of the unrest in the ambiguities and uncertainties 
of the Mamiate itself, which in substance charges this country to show 
favour to the Jows and to maintain the rights of the Arabs. 


Sooner or later these obligations must clash, am looking back 
in the light of tan years' @isillusioning experience, wo may wonder how 
Britain ever came to assert principles so rich in the possibilitios of 
Mutual contradiction, and, still more, how she was ready to undertakg 
the responsibility of putting them into practical effect.

The question whether this Commission should 
be composed of British subjects or should be of 
interneétional membership deserves the most careful 
attention of the British Government. We are not 
here concerned with the relative rights of the 
Mangatory Power vis-&-vis the Pormanent Mandates 
Commission. We are thinking of the position which 
Britain has assumed as the trustes of Givilisation, 
and we do not forget that it is a position re- 
cognised by the United States. Because she is 
the Power on the spot, becsuse she is acyuainted 
with the urgent practical aspects of the eroblem, 
it is for britain to give the lead in indicating how 
it can be attacked. Ve look to the Government to 
give thet lead bravely and boldly, and with a faith 
in what will come of it. We bholieve it possible 
for human wisdom so to shape tle administration of 
Palestine as to assure full rights to the Arabs 
and full scopes to the Jows; and we believe that 
a British High Commissioner rules in Jeruselem 
to-day because we arc better able to achieve this 
high and diffioult end of government than any 
pecple in the world,

The report on the murderous rioting in Palestine last 
year is not a satisfactory document, and no one who followed the 
course of the Commission's inquiries expected that it would be. 
The terms of reference were to inquire into the immediate causes 
of the rioting, and how to prevent it happening again. when a 
Government fails in its elementary duty of preserving life and 
property, the presumption usually is that it is not very compe t- 
ent; but the general impression conveyed by the report is that no 
one was particularly to blame in Palestine, and that these things 
just happened, But the art of government is to prevent things 
from just happening, and the Jormission would have done more for 
our good name in the world if it had set up a higher standard of 
what is to be expected from British rule when, fortified by a 
solemn international iandate, it sets out to make a nation and to 
repair ancient wrong and neglect. 


But the real trouble is that the mass of our politicians 
have never taken a sufficiently comprehensive view of our problem. 
In a word, people are not sufficiently convinced that the whole 
thing is worth while. Let them see the task in its setting alike 
of ideal and of real policy and they will be convinced that it is 
worth while. And then the practical difficulties, which now loom 
so large, will disappear, for by comparison with tasks we have 
conquered elsewhere they are ludicrously small and petty.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIME 


Sir,- The Report of the Palestine Commission, published yes- 
terday, is full of matter which deserves, and must receive, the 
most careful consideration. It contains findings upon the 
responsibility for the tragic events of last autumn, which were 
the particular purpose of the Commission's appointment. But in 
assessing the responsibility the Commission have been drawn to 
make observations upon certain maior matters of policy. This 
may have been natural and inevitable. But such observations 
cannot be considered to be on the same plane of authority as the 
findings upon the specific matters upon which they were appointed 
to report. Technically, they have gone beyond their terms of 
reference, for we have had the twice-repeated assurance of the 
Prime Minister that such questioas were not within their province, 
but remained matters to be dealt with at the discretion of his 
Majesty's Government. 


Our purpose in addressing you is to ask that the public 
judgment should realise the world-wide bearing of these problems; 
and to urge that the Government should, in the first place, re- 
affirm the adherence of Britain to the letter and spirit of the 
Mandate, and should, in the second place, take full and responsible 
advice upon the methods by which its terms can be best fulfilled. 
It will be generally admitted, we think, that the satisfactory ful- 
filment of the Mandate is a task to which Britain, under the most 
solemn pledges, has set her hand. We write within a fortnight of 
the passing of the British statesman whose memory will always be 
linked with the Mandate and the policy which it involved. Lord 
Balfourts last public act was to sign a letter in your columns 
urging the need of such an examination as we suggest. The matter 
is one which far transcends party differences, and it seems to us 
that nothing could be more consonant with the spirit of the great 
man who has gone from us than that the leaders of the three parties 
should consult together to clear the path for the fulfilment of 
that national duty which Lord Balfour had so deeply at heart.

THE POSITION IN PALESTINE, 


The report of the British Commission of Enquiry. 


Whatever we may think concerning the details in the 
report — and everybody's opinion will naturally be influenced to 
Some extent by his attitude to the Palestine and Zionist problem 
as a whole — the report is at all events a document furnishing 
a large amount of material for thorough investigation and deliberation. 
The British Government will conduct negotiations with the Jewish 
Agency and the Arab Delegation in London on the basis of this report, 
MacDonald has already issued a statement, warmly acclaimed by the 
Zionist Press, to the effect that the British Government will maintain 
inviolate the Balfour Declaration and the provisions of the mandate, 
This statement will doubtless be followed up by a more precise 
formulation of the British Governments future programme, The Coumission 
has urgently recommended the publication of some such declaration, 
and trusts that it will define the rights of the various inhabitants 
of Palestine, and also clearly formulate guarantees for the preserva- 
tion of the rights of the non-Jewish element in the country, The 
future of Palestine now rests with the London negotiations, for all 
parties concerned realise that there can be no progress in Palestine 
unless there is a peaceful atmosphere, Thus, the outstanding need 
at the present time is that the two races should, with the assistance 
of the British Government, reach agreement on all the issues which 
Now provoke conflict. 
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The last word has of course not yet been said. There 
remain the reactions of the Government, and the interpretations 
it will place upon the report. But it is proper to recall here 
that we are concerned not so much with details, not even with 
particular injustices. We are concerned with the final, indis- 
putable right of the Jews to build themselves a homeland in 
Palestine. From beginning to end the report of the Commission 
seems to base itself on the idea that Jews have been given an 
unexpected and exceptional privilege in settling in Pals i 
that their claim to a homeland is dependent on the geusxr 
of the Arab effendis. That idea is so fantastically wide of the 
mark that, once accepted, it is bound to distort every conclusion. 
The Jews are entering Palestine because they have a right to. 

@rrey are building a homeland in Palestine because there is an 
organic, indissoluble connection between the identity of the Jew- 
ish people and the country from which it was ejected long ago. 
That organic connection has been recognized by this world. It 
has been made the subject of an international agreement. To ignore 
it is not to make it inoperative, put merely to concur in a cruel 
injustice. Our coming into Palestine does not invalidate any of 
the rights of the present inhabitants to develop a free, happy 
life in the country; but it is a fundamental negation of the 
world's decision in regard to Palestine to assert that the Arabs 


are to be the controllers of our destiny in this matter. Nor do 
we for an instant believe that the mass of the Arabs have a 
genuine grievance, It is the unprincipled struggle of a small 
group to maintain control over the country which, from al] evi- 
dence, has been responsible for the outrages. 


The issue is a straightforward one: the League of 
Nations has decided unanimously that the Jews have the right to 
build a Homeland in Palestine.

To go 
back on the decision, either in principle or in action, is to 
offer a generous reward to the instigators of the riots, and (to 
quote Mr. MacDonald) to acquiece in "the triumph of those very 
forces which the League was founded to control."

THR WATLING WALL IN JSRUSALEM 


Moslem Ceremony Stopped} 


BRUSALHM, March 30.— The Goverment yesterday stopped 
the performances near the Wailing Wall of the Moslem mumsical 
Geremony of the Zikr which have in the past disturbed Jewish 
worshippers at the Wall,— Reuter, 


The Zikr as a ceremony is supposed by some to have had 
its origin in the Jahilich, or Time of Ignorance, before the rise 
of Islam and to have been tolerated and adopted into Islem since, 
In Jerusalem the ceremony is usually conducted by a Rufai, or 
Singing Dervish, to the accompaniment of a drum and cymbals, He 
improvises pious canticles in a high pitched voice, standing in 
the middle of # circle of devotees who chant deepthroated responses 
and bow profoundly with a rhythmic movement which inereases in 
rapidity as the ceremony proceeds, At a point where the spectator 
begins to wonder how the men in the circle can keep their balance, 
Such is the violence and depth of their bowing, the ceremony stops 
abruptly and the participants sit down, After a brief pause the 
imsic begins egain and the Dervish resumes his impravisations until 
the circle forms once more, There are usually three stages in the 
ceremony, which lasts about two hours or so once a week, A little 
time ago the Zikr was celebrated in a Moslem enclosure at the north 
end of the Wailing Wall area, In November last it was transferred 
to the Crypt of the Burag, inside the Haram esh Sherif, This crypt 
has a window opening through the southern continuation of the 
Wailing Wall, through which the sound of the drum and cymbals was 
audible by people at the Wailing Wall, The ceremony in Jerusalem is 
usually held on Friday evenings just after the beginning of the 
Jewish Sabbath, and is attended by a score or so of devotees, 

It is not regarded as a canonical religious exercise, like the 
Friday Prayers in a mosque, and some strict Lioslems frown upon the 
celebration as not having been expressly enjoined by the Prophet,

The Government has consented to the 
grant of 3,300 certificates, of which 2,300 are to be used for men 
and 1,000 for women immigrants, but including the 950 certificates 
advanced in February. The total of newhky granted certificates 

is thus reduced to-2,350, The Executive now have at their disposal 
2,018 certificates for men and 798 for women, 


These certificates are now, of course, all cancelled,

Je désirerais vivement savoir comment, du c6té anglais,

It is high time, indeed, not to abandon the mandate as 
"a bad job", but really to put its terms into force, for within 
the range of these terms it is quite possible and not tremendously 
difficult to do full justice to the rsal and realisable claims 
of both the Jewish and Arab communities. 


To achieve that, it is essential to reconstitute the 
zovernment by which this country is administered, for to allow

FUTURE OF PALESTING. 
i THE ARAB SIDE. 


To the Editor of She Times. 


Sir:- It is to be hoped that the Commission 

appointed by the British Government to inguire at 

an early date into the recent disturbances in Palestine 
will,clear up the question as to which party is 
responsible and answerable to public opinion for the 
crimes committed. 

However, apart from this question, there remain 
for further investigation and demanding action a good 
many other important points which should be considered 
in the interests of establishing a permanent state 
of peace in a country given in trust to Great Britain 
by the principal Allied Powers. One need hardly emphasise 
the fact that the duties of the Mendate involve for this 
Gihvernment an extremely heavy burden which has been 
added to the many others arising out of the war. It is 
certainly difficult to reconcile the high office of the 
Mandate, which purposes to safeguard equally the interests 
of all, with the Balfour Declaration, providing 
exclusively for the well-being of 2 Jewish community in 
course of formation. The earlier that a solution to 
this question can be found the better for all concerned, 

Without discussing the merits of the Balfour 


Declaration, made at a time during the Great War when all 
Governments were prepared to make the most far-reaching 
concessions in return for material support, it could 
rightly be oxpected that the obligations then contracted 


may now be revised ~ as indeed others have been — in the 
light of later experiences end in the interests of the 
country as a whole. It is a fact that the Jews in 
general cannot’ and do not wish to be identifiedwith the 
Zionist movement. Many Jews living in Palestine ignore 
the Zionists. Already in 1914 a great number of 
prominent German Jews published a declaration strongly 
dissiciating themselves from the Zionist propaganda and 
denouncing the "Jewish-national chauvinism". 

Since Great Britain cannot find new homes and 
occupations, in spite of great endeavours, for the 
hundreds of thousands of unemployed in her vast and 
fertile Dominions, it can scarcely be expected that the 
extensive emigration of settlers with far-reaching 
political, religious, and economical aspirations, against 
the wish of a manifold majority in possession of the 
country for centuries, could be a problem easy of solution. 
If the doctrine were accepted that a nation, to a large 
extent dissolved and willingy amalgamated with the 
population of other countries, would be justified in 
claiming for the purpose of reconstituting its national 
home the possession of a country, arguing that in older 
times its fore-fathers had settled there, one must admit 
that by the same token the Arabs could claim a great part 
of Europe, the Romans the British Isles, and the Persians 


the Valley of the Nile. 
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Anti-Zionist feeling is not restricted to 
Palestine, When Lord Balfour visited Damascus some 
years ago his life was in danger; when Lord Melchett 
(then Sir ilfred Mond) went to Baghdad the situation 
was similar. That foreigners can settle down peacefully 
among the Arabs without giving rise to any trouble, 
so long as they du uot encroach on their native rights 
and custows, is proved by the prosperity of the German 
eolonies in Palestine established more than half a 
century ago. Your Correspondent in the Middle East, 
writing 10 years ago (September 16,1919), while 
foreshadowing prophetically "bloodshed in Palesbine" if the 
ola formuta of "the land without a people for the people 
without a land" were unwisely applied, went on to say:- 

Let the Zionists make known the moderation of 
their demands from the housetopSe.--o++eeeeres The 
Moslems, who have it to their ebernal credit that, while 
Christendom avted very differently, they have always 
shown toleration to the Jews, are in danger of spoiling 
their record, because now for the first time they believe 
they are threatened with a Jewish domination. 

Theodore Herzl, whose convidence and friendship, 

I was privileged to enjoy and who in all his acts 
took great pains not to give offence to others and thus 
not to discredit the movement of which he was the 
founder, did not himself believe very strongly, owing 
for the most part to the elimatical conditions and the 
sterility of the soil, that large settlements of Jews 
could ever take place in Palestine. This is proved by 
the fact that he entered into negotiations with the 
British Government for the allotment of a large area 
in the higher regions of Hast africa and that he 
considered in earnest the settilements of Jews in 
North Syria for the cultivation of cotton. Out of 
idealism, before a more practical solution could be 
found, he pointed mainly to Jerusalem as 4% means of 
comfort and af uniting his popr an oppressed co~ 
religionists in Bast Europe, whose well-being he had 
specially at heart. And it is a well-wazranted fact 
that Herzl, in conversations he had with the Pope 
Pius KX. and the Secretary of State, Merry del Sie nIb papleal 
January, 1904, emphatically pointed out that no Holy 
Places were claimed by the Zionists and he considered 
it best if they could be ex-territorialized. 

As I did not hesitate to stand up for England in 
public during the War against the prejudices of my 
German countrymen, 1 now feel it my duty to express 
frankly my opinion in a matter which 1 consider of 
eminent importance for the position of this country in 
her Eastern relations 4s well as for the Arab world, to 
which I am tied by consanguinity and sympathy, the more 
so that it is not possessed of sufficient means for 
effective organisation or experience for propaganda 
and distribution of news that could represent its case 


to the proper quarters.

THE DISTURBANCES IN PALESTINE. 
WHERE HOPE LIES. 
fo the Editor of the Times, 


Sir,- The tendency in much of the comment on the Palestine 
disturbances has been to lay stress on the unlikelihood 

of peace or mutual respect and toleration ever arising 
among the diverse religious elements of the population. 
Such a gloomy view is not wholly justified. Those of us 
who have worked in Palestine continuously since the 
Occupation in 1917 and studied the wharacters and feelinga 
of the people at close quarters, can tell a more heartening 
tale. The illiterate among the population, like the 
illiterate everywhere, can easily be stirred to disowder 
when their fears or passions are unwisely provoked or 
deliberately exploited; but the Palostinian, be he Moslen, 
Jew or Christian, is not by nature intolerant or 
intractable. 

This fact has, for oxample, been so constant a feature 
in certain work for which I am wholly or in part responsible 
- namely, secondary education ~ tht all of us concerned have 
come to take it for granted; yet, in view of the picture 
which thoso unfamiliar with the country are drawing in 
their own minds, it is worth noting that in all the schools 
organisod in conjunction with the Anglican Bishopric in 
Palestine - schools which admit not only Arab Christians 
(including Greek, Latin, Jacobite, Protestant, as well as 
Armenians and Abyssinians) but also Moslems and Jews - there 
nevor appears any trace of religious animus. We find these 
boys and girls, despite their complex national und religous 
variety and diverse social origins, studying, playing and 
living togethor, forming friendships, going out into the 
little world of Palestine, into business or Government 
employment ~ we find them preserving their old friendships 
and growing up to a reasoned and tested conviction that the 
essence of wise Palestinian citizenship is the duty of 
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of faithful observance of their owr religious faith 
combined with a respect and sympath.tic interest for the 
religious convictions of their neighbours. I am 
convinced that our schools play an overwhelmingly 
important role in giving self-conscious strength to this 
essential strain in the Palestinian character, I can say even 
more; I know of no other activity, Governmental or private, 
which has shown itself capable of realising this 
pacification of the several religious and national 
elements, 
So strongly did I feel this that I had no hesitation 
in reopening our schools and colleges after the summer 
holiday on the appointed day. Letters have reached 
me from Jerusalem, abundantly justifying that confidence: 
Mie have now had seven days of work ana there has been 
not the slightest unpleasantness of any sort, ans indeed 
all parties seem to have gone out of the way to be nice to 
those of the other sort", "Of course they know that all 
Giscussion of politics is taboo, but they do not appear 
to want to be unpleasant to one another”. Those who know 
the country are appalled at the increase of bitterness and 
ill-feeling. These are indeed dark days for Palestine, 
but let us be thaukful thet there are some real shafts 
of light.

We are glad that the Govemment of India did not refuse 
to answer Maulvi Mahomed. Yakub's question regarding the 
outbreak in Palestine on the technical plea that it involved 
a@ question of Imperial foreign policy which was not within 
tho purview of the Legislative Assembly, Sir Denys Bray's 
answer must help to assure the Indian public that the 
Government @f India are keeping his Majesty's Government 
informed of the feeling in this country, not only we may say 
among Mussalmans, but among all 3lasses of the population. 
The Palostine problem to Indians is not one netween Arabs 
and Jews, but one affecting the merits of the policy of

The present Palestine trouble, although foreshanowed, 
has been sudden in its precipitation. Whether it proves, 
on re-examination, to be greater or smaller than 
present inadequate evidence indicates, its culmination 
on this crisis of Anglo-Egyptian affairs must be admitted 
to have a special significance. 411 classes of political 
thought are now confronted with an object-lesson in the 
possibilities of the future history of the Suez Canal. 

It is extremely probable that the Arab rising is religious 
and racial, and is not directed against the mandatory 
Power, All the same, its effect on the high politics 

of the Middle Bast may be profound. Aerial navigation 
notwithstanding, the Suez Canal remains the neck of the 
British Empire. And while th.t is so no New Zealander 

or Australian can be indifferent to the Wailing Walls 

and Feuds and economies and politica of Jew, Arab, and 
Egyptian.

THE ARAB ADVOCATES OF PALESTINE. 


“<n the llth of October 1929, the arab Advocates 
of Palestine held an extracrdinary meeting in the 
offices of the Arab Executive Jerusalem, to discuss 
the procedure of the legal cases arising from the 
recent disturbances, 

The following statement was drafted and submitted 
+o the arab Executive:- 


(1) The Arab Advocates have come +o the 
conelusion that the High Commissioner's Proclamation 
of the lst of September 1929, issued in the interest 
of one group in the country against that of the other, 
has created an atmpsphere altogether harmful to the 
Afrabs, and to their rights. 


(2) They (the arab Advocates) believe that the 
Arabs are suffering gross inequities at the hands of 
the Prosecution Offices for the following reasons:~ 

a - Releasing accused Jews on pail while denying 
it to accused Arabs. 

b - Illegal arrests. 

e - Beating accused and unaccused Arabs. 

a - Ignoring the accusations of the Arabs while 
every accusation offered by Jews is being given every 
attention. 

e ~ Removing Arab Officials at the request of 
the Jews while refusing to take any notice of the 
Arab requests concerning the removal of Jewsib Officials. 


(3) They believe that many violations of the 
Taw have been committed, and meny Arab Advocates were 
insulted in the investigation Gourts. This, they believe, 
was a natural result to the grave mistake committed 
by the Government in appointimg ofric als, who do not 
pelong to any of the legal professions and know 
nothing about the Law, to responsible legal posts of 
yital contact with the life and property of hundreds 
of the inhsbitants. 


(4) They believe that defence is greatly 
hampered by the haste with which many cases are delt, 
especially as all the cases of the recent disturbances 
are between two different hostile races, and as almost 
all the witnesses belong to one group, @ thing that 
shoulders the judges and the lawyers with the heavy 
duty of closely serutinizing the evidences so that justice 


and equity may be enjoyed by all. 


(5) They believe that the ereation of the Special 


fourts for the recent @istunbances of one judge to the 
District Courts and two to the Criminal Courts if 
incompatible with the gravity of the cases which involve 
the life of hundreds of people. While under other 
circumstances in Palestine, Criminal Courts are usually 
eomposed of four ana five judges in the First Instance | 
ana Appeal Courts respectively. Under the Turkish Régime 
District Courts used to pe composed of five judges in 
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tuc Criminal cases, even in Martial Courts no death 
sentences are passed by less than four judges. 


(6) They believe that the transference of a case 
from one town to another accompanied by military 
manifestations, at the request of the prosecution is 
apt to lead the judges to the belief that their life 
is at a donger from one group of the inhabitants. .- 
Neither the history of the Arabs nor that of Palestine 
provide the Government with any excuse for such an 
action. Such steps should have been taken in the cases 
of those who are contaminating the country with 
Bolshevistic principles and display every truculence 
in the law Courts. at any rate such military 
manifestations are excuseless, they do not maintain 
reassurance, nor are they in the interest of the 
accused. 

For all the above mentioned reasons, the 
Arab Advecates regret the critical position in 
which they have been placed and reiterate their 
protests against the hostile spirit so obviously 
manifested by the Government. 

They appeal to the conscience and sense of 
justice of the British Judges, and appreciate 
their critical and difficult position in which 
they are expected to phow a tremendous amount 
of patience and broadmindedness, believing that the 
duty of both the Law and the Defence is to pay 
the utmost effort in maintaining equity and justice.

PROTECTION OF ARAB ENTERPRISE. 





We come now to another sphere Where the 
tection given to Jewish enterprise has made material losses te 
the arabs, and the fucts are clear beyond description. It will be 
enough to natiste a few instances of this state of affairs. 


The stuart of the Custom duty was 12 ad valorem on 
practically all i: yrted articles. From 1924 the duty on most 
articles bec seific with heavier and heavier rates until 
reached in 1928 an average of about 15%. On some articles the=9 
are heavy protective rates ranging from adout 25% to about 400% 
ad valorem, While other articles are free from duty. A glance 
it the names of articles protected by heavy duties at once shows : 
that the protection is practicolly in every case for Jewish 
industries. It is remarkable that most of these industries are 
limited in size, and in some cases only one single factory or 
workshop constitues the whole industry meant to bo protected !! 
The list of exemptions is also just 4s impressive and practically 
all such exemptions are on articles imported to Jewish i S 
It is interesting to note that Whenever a rare case comes 
the protected article is fox Arab industry that same article wi 
be ound eenouer Jewish industry as well. To e an idea of 7 
tion to Jewish enterprise and its material effect om the arabs tue 
following cases could be quoted, 


The import of ceme ad in 1920 a Custom duty of 47 
1d valorem. In 1922 a Jewish cement factory was established in 
Palestine as a foreign co vy, In 1924 a specific duty was pu> 
up to about 8%; in 1927 it was raised to about 30% and in 19°9 
to about 46j. The imports of cement fell down gradually until in 
1929 prabicilly no building c ont s imported, This change 
fected heavy ses ernment and many families concerned; 
1 been ¢ srtained by the HaiZa Chamber of Commerce that 
yearly losses to Government, boatmen, porters, merchants and 
rg amount to about EP,.56,000, and all such losses go 2S 3n 
indizrect subsidy to the Gement factory; the arabs paying their 
proportionate share in such subsidy. Here it is important to notice 
that aside r1om the prohibitive import duty of 850 mils per ton

(or about 46/0 ad valorem) there are other fictors able in themselves 
to create enough protection to the industry. Coal empty Sacks 

aud machinery were all made free from import duty; the freight 

of about 500 Liils per ton is saved; the lighterage of about 200 

mils per ton is saved; lastly the cement has the adwantage 

of being fresh. 


Coming to sesame and wheat, these two crops for instunce 
ite Staple arab products. at fizst, sesame, had an impozt duty of 
about 12% up to Jan.1926. A dJeWish oil company was formed and 
in Jan.1926 sesame imports began to be exempted from duty. The 
exemption went in one way to impoverish the Same producers who 
ave all in all arabs as it opened bitter competition with imported 
sesame; on tho other side it was a big hlessing to the Jewish oil 
company. Wheat, Which is ulso a staple arab product, had a 12% 
import duty up to Jan.192 a Jewish Flour-mill had been ostablished 
a little before that peri md in 19°4 the duty on dmported wheat 
was reduced to about 10%, while in 1927 it was further reduced to 
about 8%. The farmers, the arab press, and the Chambers of Commerce 
have for the last ten years repeatediy asked for heavy protective 
duties on imported cereals; claim is sound; the country is 
mainly agricultural; ind yet 311 these fuctors could not plead 
for tho arab furmez ! From the list of the heavy Custom dutics it 
seems thit for the sake of a small workshop of artificial teeth 
in-Tel-aviv, a heuvy duty has been put upon imports of artificial 
teeth. sluny such examples are available where the smallest of 
Jewish industries is heavilly protected, while largest of 
ntab industries is left unprotected, and it can be proved that in 
each protection the Atavu consumer is obliged to pay an indirect 
contribution to the protected industries.

it could be taken for granted from the first that no fundamental 
alteration in the British Mendete would be considered. The 
lines of what is called "major.policy" have been irrevocably 
laid dow, The significant passage, howaver, in the announce 
ment of the formation of a Commission of Inquiry lies in these 
words: "When its (the Commission's) Report has been received it 
will be a matter of earnest consideration by His Majesty's 
Government along what lines within the terms of the Mandate 
Co future policy in Palestine should be direated.” These words 
mey refer either to the progress of the Arabs towards self- 
government, or to the establishment of a "Jewish National Home," 
or to both. Of the former it would not be profitable to write 
at this moment, but in regard to the latter, it is well to 
remember that hitherto the only restrictions (other than those 
imposed by the Mandate itself) upon the “upbuilding"” of a 
"Jewish National Home" have been economic restrictions. 
Whether to these restrictions, arising from the limited absorbent 
power of the Holy Land, there may be added political restria tions, 
arising from the hostility of the Arabs and the consequent 
necessity for retaining a British gerrison in Palestine, remains 
to be sea. Another incalculable element in the situation 
derives from the attitude of the Jews themselves. Will there te 
on the part of Zionists and of non-Zionists a more determined 
desire to send @nd to subsidise immigrants, and will such 
immigrants inereasingly wish to flow into Palestine? Two 
va Opposite opinions on this vital question are freely heard. All 
that can sefely be said at the moment is that Zionists appear 
to have seized this oritiaal occasion, not as an excuse for 
relinquishing effort, but rather as a spun to compelling the 
Mendatory Power to further measures in thair favour. 


Imperfect News Services. 


A minor point, but one that is of importance to the 
general public, is the fact that so much of the "news" that 
has been cabled from Palestine during the disturbances has been 
untrustworthy. To-select but a few "stories" which have since 
been exploded or at least modified: Heavy fighting reported 
north of Beisan was but an unimportant skirmish with a few 
Badewin; a severe engagement by Beersheba, in which British 
troops suffered many casualties, did not take place at all; of 
the mutilations and other usual horrors, which the Jews attributed 
tothe Arabs, the British doctors could find no trace; and who 
ever in history heard of an Arab's putting poison into coffee? 
Some of these fancies ean be treated at their proper value at 
onee by the informed reader, but others ara much more plausible, 
and, therefore, alarming. A special obligation rests on the 
non-party sources of information in Palestine, for the effect of 
falsehoods upon world opinion is very much greater than that of 
their subsequent denial, It is quite obvious that all the enemies 
of Great Britain are looking with glee upon the situation in 
Palestina and are making capital out of it. Nor is this 
Schadenfreude confined to the Mandatory Power's enemies; among 
her friends also is visable m inward joy that things have run 
to this piteh in the Holy Land. All the more reason, therefore, 
for letting the truth and truth alone be emitted from Palestine.

Jewish Shopkeeper stabbed.

all the shops were olosed, and panic prevailed in 
the 01d City yesterday afternoon following an outrageous 
attack on a Jewish shop. 


Boycotters entered a Jewish glassware shop and 
demanded the return of her money to an Arab woman who had 
purchased 2s. worth of goods. The shopkeeper refused, and 
the Arabs, who now filled the shop, thereupon assaulted him 
and stabbed him in the neck, They afberwards indulged in 
an orgy of stone-throwing, and destroyed a quantity of goods 
in the shop. 


The shopkeeper was removed to hospital bleeding 
profusely, and his son was also injured by stones. The 
keeper of a neighbouring Jewish shop who attempted to inter- 
vene wag also assaulted, and is stated to have been robbed 
of £160. 


It is reported that an Arab policeman was present 
during the disturbance, but made no attempt to protect the 
Jews, and retired. Iater an English policeman arrived and 
arrested one boycotter. 


Two Arabs have been sentenced to death and two to 
ten years' hard labour on the charge of murdering a Jewess 
at Safad.

Mr. N. de M. Bentwich, the Attorney-General in 
the Palestinian Government, was shot at to-day, and wounded, 
fortunately not seriously, by am Arab. 


Mr, Bentwich was proceeding to the door of the 
Government Offices on his way home to luncheon and, while 
still in the principal corridor, he heard a noise behind him, 
which he attributed to a discharge of crackers by children. 

He turned to find that Abdul Ghani Mohamed Abu Tabik, a young 
Arab, from a village near Jenin, who has been employed for 
four years as a civilian police messenger and, as such, is 
attached to police headquarters in Jerusalem, was aiming at 
him with a Browning automatic pistol. The assailant's first 
shot had missed, his second shot had entered his own leg, and 
his third shot entered Mr. Bentwich's thigh and lodged near 
the knee, The police guard outside the Government Offices 
caught the assailant as he tried to escape. Mr, Bentwich was 
able to telephone after being wounded, and Mr. Iuke, Chief 
Secretary, hurried from his own house quite near, and got. 
Mr. Bentwich taken in sn ambulance to the Government hospital. 
I saw Mr. Bentwich in hospital, and he is well and cheerful. 
The bullet has been removed. Mr. Bentwich hopes to return to 
duty on Tuesday. 


Recently there have been strikes, and threats of 
strikes, for one day on the part of the Arabs by way of protest 
against the retention of Mr. Bentwich in the office of Attorney- 
General, and some Arab newspapers have taken delight in accusing 





"Unele Bentwich" as they style him, of being responsible, 
not only for drafting, as senior Law Officer, but even for 
inspiring any official Ordinance which is distesteful to any 
section of their readers. 


Bight Arabs, who had been prominent for the 
expression of extreme anti-Zionist opinions for some time, 
were arrested on Friday. In spite of an Areb strike at 
Jaffa to-day, a large party of Jewish immigrants was landed 
without incident.

possession of a shot-gun on the day of the riots. Nine 
sephardic Jews of Haifa, who are accused of firing on 
Sugust 26, have been released on beil of £100 each.

Misleading reports are being circulated as to the 
events at the Wailing Wall on August 15th and 16th, 
On August 15th, during the Fast commemorating the Destruction 
of the Temple, in addition to the large numbers of Jews who 
proceeded in the ordinary way to the Wall to worship, some 
hundreds of young Jews exercised their right of access for 
purposes not confined to the usual practice of prayer: but 
were associated with the making of a speech snd the raising 
of a flag, 


At about J. p.m. on August 16th about 2,000 Moslems 
left the Haram, where they had been celebrating the Phophet's 
Birthday, and proceeded to the Wailing Wall through the streets 
lying in the Abu Madian Waq?, which also includes the pavement 
in front of the Wall. A wooden table that was standing 
on the pavement was overturned by the pressure of the crowd 
and was broken, and papers containing prayers and petitions 
lying in the crevices of the Wall were taken out and burnt. 
Three Jews were at the Wall at the time of the Moslen visit, 
and reports to the 2¢t that the worshippers at the Wall 
were assaulted and injured by the Moslems are without 
foundation. 


The situation at the Wall at the beginning of the 
Sabbath on the 16th instant was perfectly normal, and Jews 
were performing their Sabbath devotions there as usual, 
the Government are now investigating offences that may have 
been committed in the events of both days with a view to 
ascertaining the possibility of identifying offenders for

Request to Foreign Office.

Washington, August 26th. 


The Secretary of State, Mr. Stimson, announced this 
morning that he had instructed the United States Ambassador 
jin London “orally to express" to the British Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs the earnest hope of the United States 
Government that "immediate and comprehensive steps" may be 
taken for the restoration of order in Palestine and for pro- 
tection of the lives and property of United States citizens. 


This direct resort to the Home Government rather than 
to its representatives at the scene of disturbance was admitted 
to be "rather unusual"; but there is a feeling in official 
circles that it will be welcomed by the Foreign Office. 

Behind it lies an entire confidence in the readiness and 
ability of the British authorities to cope with the situation 
which has arisen, and no apparent inclination to assume, 4S 

do certain excited leaders of Jewish organisations in New York 
and elsewhere, that the outbreak can be blamed upon the 
ineffactiveness of the British measures of control in the 
mandated area. The announcement was made foday that the 
Administration "did not for one moment contemplate” the dis- 
patch of a United States cruiser to the scene, as had been 
requested by a New York Member of Congress. 





It is recalled here that Great Britain sent a 
cruiser to Nicaragua at critical periods in that country's 
recent troubles and that, as one official put it, "this in- 
cident still goes reading down the corridors of Time". 

Behind the equanimity with which the State Department professed 
to receive the news of the British action at that time, there 
was, as I reported then, a feeling almost of annoyance. In 
the present instance Great Britain has what the United Statcs 
has not in the Caribbean - or has only in a Pickwickian

Protection of Citizens. 


Fo-day's message to General Dawes was the third 
which has been sent from the States Department dealing with 
the Palestinian disturbances. The first went on Saturday to 
liv. Paul knabenshue, the United States Consul in Jerusalem, 
instructing him to make appropriate representations to the 
local authorities, and the second on Sunday, requesting him 
to renew these representations, "emphasising the need to 
afford all protection possible to the lives and property" of 
United States citizens. It was after the dispatch of this 
second message that Mr. Knabenshue cabled to the State 
Department that British troops had arrived by aeroplane and 
train from Egypt, and that "as the result of the increased 
Police protection afforded by the arrival of these troops, 
the situation in Jerusalem was expected to improve". 
lir. Knabenshue has also informed the State Department that 
the situation at Telaviv had been quieted "by the timely 
arrival of British troops" and of the expected appearance 
at Jaffa to-day of a british warship. 


Dispatches have already appeared in the United 
States Press predicing that the Palestinian outbreak cannot 
fail to complicate the situation with regard to naval reduction 
by giving the "Big Navy" group in England nen weapons with 
which to attack any projected limitation of strength in 
auxiliary vessels. These are read in Washington with 
interest, but without comment. They may or may not be 
eorrect as prophecies, but it is certainly true that the 
demonstrated ueed of British police action at one of the 
many points where Imperial responsibility unavoidably exists 
will have an educational value on opinion in this country.

It was early on Friday morning thet I noticed that 
many Arabs were ermed with heavy st:cks.

The outbreak actually occurred after prayers in the 
Harem fl Sherif. servant, who attended the Mosque, states 
that the crowd dispersed by various routes vowing vengeance 
on the Jews. 


All the Jewish shovs in the old city were shut, but 
any Jews in the street were immediately stabbed. 


Jews shot down. 


From my house on the hill commanding a panoramic 
view of Jerusalem I saw excited crowis of Arabs pouring out 
from Herod's Gate. 


Harold Wiener, a Jewish barrister and philanthropist, 
occupying 2 neighbouring house, went in his own car to take a 
Jewish friend home, 


At Hero@'s Gate the car was stopped and Wiener and 
his friend were shot. 


The British chauffeur, wearing a tarboosh, was 
unharmed. The crowd then rushed past my garden towards 
Meashearim Ghetto shouting: "Kill the dews!? No attack 
made at that time on Christians. 


Akt 2 p.m. my husband returned from his office, having 
walked through the rioters, attended only by an Arab, and was 
not molested. 


The worst outbreak oceurred at Damascus Gate, where 
fierce fighting with much bloodshed took place under the 
windows of Government offices. 

Houses of Death. 


Brabs entered a Jewish house and killed five inhabi- 
tants. 


An Englishwoman, deseribing the scenes from a balcony 
overlooking the Jaffa road, said: "So little disturbance was 
expected in that locality that the Jewish shops were still 
open. The Moslem crowd advanced peacefully, directed by the 
police, until they were opposite the hunicipal Gardens.

"Suddenly the leader raised his hand and uttered 
a@ cry, At once the mob turned on the passing Jews and 
stabbed them in cold blood. The shops were hurriedly closed 
and the Jews in the streets were left to their fate." ; 


; Throughout the day two Jews were sheltered by an 
Arab in a house next to mine. Many similar cases are reported. 


in the evening I watohed groups of snipers on lount 
Soopus, flring on cars going to the Hebrew University. At 
night, with the city in darkness, there was some difficulty 
in despatching cables. One correspondent was escorted by an 
armoured car. 


The Telpioth Jewish garden suburb, after constant 
attacks all day Saturday, was evavuated on Sunday. Arabs 
immediately looted it, doing much wanton destruction. The 
street was littered with cushions, gramophones, broken chairs, 
and alectrio light fittings. 


Hebron Massacre. 


All observers agree that the worst outbreak was at 
Hebron. Arabs from enighbouring villages entered the town 
and systematically butchered the Jewish inhabitants. The 
podies of women and children were cut to pieces. 


A corporal in the British police described to me 
the death of Mr. E. Best, the immigration official, who was 
killed defending the new Jewish Montefiore quarter with 
Wycliffe Hall (Oxford) students. Mr. Hallam Viney (a 
theological student and an ex-naval officer) having been 
wounded in the shoulder, Mr. Best went to his assistance and 
was shot in the stomach. He continued to fire until he 
collapsed. 

Immediately after the outbreak British residents, 
numbering about 200, were enrolled as Special Constables and 


armed. Day and night the streets were patrolled by armoured 
cars and British Police and Specials in private cars. 


Praise for Police. 
No praise is too high for the pehavious of the 
British police, who have been almost continuously on duty 
since the demonstration of the previous week. The Palestine 
police behaved with great steadiness in very trying circum- 
stances.

Official Review of the 
Situation. 


drab Attacks continuing. 


The following statement was issued by the Colonial 
Office last night:- 


General Situation. - The situation is reported as 
well in hand, all being quiet in Jerusalem and Jaffa, where 
up to the present most of the rioting has taken place. The 
country outside these centres is, however, still unsettled, 
continuous organised attacks being carried out by Arabs on 
numerous scattered Jewish colonies. There have been no 
attempts so far at interfering with essential services. 


The following reinforcements have either arrived in 
Palestine or are on their way from Egypt and Malta:-~ 


H.li. ships Sussex, Barham, Courageous, Veteran and 
Wanderer. 


The 2nd Battalion, The South Staffordshire Regiment; 
end Battalion, The Green Howards; 1st Battalion, The South 
Wales Borderers; one company, 1st Battalion, The King's hegi- 
ment; one squadron Armoured Cars, 12th Lancers; Detachments 
of Royal Engineers, Signals, and Royal Army Service Corps; 
and one squadron, Royal Air Force. 


Two infantry battalions at Malta have received orders 
to hold themselves in readiness if required. 


With regard to the recent report that British troops 
being conveyed from Haifa in a railway train were attagked by 
Arabs and disarmed, no official report to this effect has been 
received. 


The Acting High Commissioner, under date August 26th, 
(Monday), reports that a demonstration took place at Jaffa on 
Sunday and that trouble arose there after midday, when an arab 
mob attempted to enter Telaviv. The police fired, causing 
casualties the extent of which is not yet kmown, and the mob 
dispersed. Later an Arab mob attacked the District Office 
and assaulted some Moslem notables; but an armoured car firing 
overhead, dispersed then. Troops arrived at 2p.m., when an 
attack on Telaviv was impending, and at sight of the troops the 
crowd dispersed. After that, except for isolated assaults, 
the situation became and remained quiet. 
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: fn impending attack on the Hadar Hacarmel quarter of 
Haifa was prevented by the arrival of British troops early on 
Monday morning. Later news from Haifa indicates, however, that 
the disorder there is not yet in hand. ; : 


Throughout the night of the 25th (Sunday) there were 
reports of threatened attacks on Jewish colonies, and the 
situation in that regard was not Imown by the following morning; 
but measures were being taken by the military authorities in 
conjunction with the Royal Air l'orce and the native police. 


In the 01d oity of Jerusalem, following the quiet of 
the 25th (Sunday),attacks are reported, in one of which a bomb 
was thrown into the Jewisn quarter. 


i In Transjordan the general situation is not free from 
anxiety, following the receipt by the tribes of the news of 
Friday's events, but so far no distmrbances are reported. 


Reporting later the same day (Monday, 26th), the 
Acting High Gommissioner points out that it has been difficult 
in the circumstances to give more than an indication from time 
to time of the principal events of the immediately preceding 
three days. Attacks, threats of attack, and assaults had taken 
place and were continuing throughout the country, and some of 
the events occurred simultaneously at different places. 


Continuing, the Acting High Commissioner reports that 
the outlying Jewish suburbs of Jeru:alem, Jaffa and Haifa have 
been subjected to attacks and assaults. The Jewish quarter 
of Hebron was the scene of a particularly determined attack 
particulars of which have already been published; and the 
Jewish colonies from the south of Jaffa to the south of Haifa 
have been subjected to threats of attack. The Jews had 
evacuated some of these colonies and Arabs were looting and 
destroying property in them. The Jewish colonies in the 
Valley of Esdraelon and Jezreel have been under threats of 
attack and actual asseults have taken place. At Gaza the 
Jews have suffered some loss of Life and injuries. 


The Casualties. 


The acting High Commissioner states that the prompt 
response to his request for naval and military assistance had 
enabled the Government to maintain control. The officers of 
District administrations had rendered invaluable services in a 
very responsible situation, and the Special Constables were 
indispensable. 


The Acting High Commissioner also states that the 
local Press was still suspended, but could probably not function 
in any case. The Government, however, had commenced the issue 
of a series of news bulletins. Wo censorship on outward 
telegrams is in force, but in a few cases Press telegrams have 
been held up for a period not exceeding 48 hours. 


Casualties. - The following are the total casualties 
up to the morning of August 26th, and include those previously

STBADYING EFFECT OF TROOPS. 


THR EBBRON INCIDENT.

Jerusalem, August 29th. 


A British eye-witness gives the following account 
of the disturbances at Hebron:i- 


The trouble started early on Saturday with the influx 
of Arabs from other villages. The first house attacked was 
a large Jewish house on the main road, and the occupants locked 
themselves in. For some unknown reason the gates were opened 
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to allow two young boys to leave, and they were immediately 
killed, This inflamed the crowd, who entered the house 
and beat or stabbed the inmates tc death. Ths loca} 
police force, which consisted of only a British officer, two 
Arab officers, and 30 Arabs, made every effort to control 
the situation, but the crowd was out of hand, and attacked 
other Jewish houses, beating and stabbing the inhabitants - 
men, women, and small children. Tae police fired, but the 
situation was not definitely in hand until the arrival of 

12 British police and 12 Royal Air Force persomel from 
Jerusalem, 


Major Partridge arrived from Gaza and took charge 
in the afternoon, All looting was stopped, and concen- 
trations of outlying villagers, which were awaiting dark for 
further plundering, were dispersec. The Jewish houses 
were a dreadful sight, the 19 inmates of one of them having 
been murdered, Early on Sunday the police were active 
arresting those in possession of arms, bloodstained clothing, 
and loot, and these energetic measures had a quietening effect 
on the whole district. ALL Jews were removed to Jerusalem. 


There were 58 dead and 62 wounded in Hebron. 
Some Jews were saved by the efforts of Arab neighbours, who 
hid them. 


Jerusalem to-day has been generally quiet. A few 
shops were open and some American tourists were about. 
Troops were more conspicuous, and the mechanized 12th Lancers 
were Standing by.

My dear Weizmann, - Events in Palestine move my 
indignation and disgust, but they do nothing to shake my 
confidence in the general wisdom of the policy which you and 
your colleagues have been pursuing so successfully in 
Palestine under the mandated system with all its inherent 
difficulties. 


The British Empire, and all the Powers with whom it 
has beeh so dlésely associated, have solemnly declared their 
intention of again rendering Palestine the national home of the 
Jewish people, That policy is in harmony with the best opinion 
of Western civilisation in all parts of the world, To its 
fulfilment is promised the support of the British Empire, 

That pledge has been given. Depend upon it, it is not going to 
be withdrawn, Balfour."

In view of the statements which have been made on the 
subject it is important to make it quite clear that there has 
been mo bombing of villages by aircraft during the disturbances, 
and that reckless firing on the part of the troops and special 
constables is strictly forbidden, 


Messages of sympathy with the Arabs have been received 
from the disaffected section of the Beni Saknr tribe in Trans~ 
jordan, The emissaries who brought these messages have been 
detained in Jerusalem pending inquiries. The attempts made to 
send arms and anmunition from the tribes in Transjordan to the 
Arabs in Palestine have been frustrated, 


To-day's bulletin amnounces that Sir John Chancellor, 
the High Commissioner, arrived this morning. The country was 
reported to be generally quiet. Some isolated attacks had been 
checked, while others which had been threatening came to nothing. 
Early to-day 70 Arabs were arrested at Qulonia in connexion with 
the repeated attacks, which had been made on the Jewish colony of 
Moza. Some 1,500 Beduin after concentrating in the south, 
moved on Ramleh, but dispersed after the intervention of the civil 
authorities and returned to the Beersheba district. Trans jordan 
was quiet. 

The casualties to date were reported as being 164 killed 
and 272 wounded in-patients. These figures did not include those 
casualties inflicted by the troops and persons not yet taken into 
hospital. The intervention of the troops in Qulonia was 
carried owt effectively. The village was recently visited by the 
District Commissioner, who warnec the inhabitants that if they 
made any more attacks or fired again on the police, action would 
be taken, Nevertheless some houses and a large mill were burned 
during the next two nights, To-day, at 4 a.m., troops and police 
surrounded the village and arrested the men, including some from 
other villages who were implicated. There was very little 
shooting, and only three people were wounded.

IBN SAUD'S POLICY. 


Restraint of the Bedouin 
Tribes. 


In view of the very serious Arab-Jewish situation in 
Palestine and the reports of Arab activities in this connection 
outside the Holy Land, Reuter's agency has obtained an authora- 
tative statement of the Arab standpoint from Sheikh Wahba, Privy 
Counsellor of the King of the Kedjaz, who is now in London. 
His Excellency said?- 


"So far as King Ibn Saud and his people are concerned, 
it is recognised that Palestine is the Holy land of three great 
religions - Christianity, Judaism, and Islam, and it is King Tbn 
Saud's sincere wish that all those three elements should live in 
amity and friendship in the Holy Land and respect the sanctity 
of the holy places and not defile them by bloodshed or other 
misdeeds or enmities or any evidence of animosity, 211 of which 
is contrary to the spirit of true religion. 


"King Ibn Saud in his policy as regards neighbouring 
countries is quite the opposite of what is represented in some 
quarters in this country. He is essentially the friend of Great 
Britain, and he will most certainly never attempt to create 
further difficulties than those that now exist either in Pales- 
tine or elsewhere; nor, of course, would he seek to enlarge the 
sphere of existing difficulties. fhe best proofs of Ion Saud's 
pacific policy as regards neighbouring countries are the facts 
that within a very brief period he has concluded treaties of 
friconaship with Turkey and Persia and that there is to-day a much 
more friendly understanding between the Hedjaz and Iraq. The 
King of the Hedjaz believes that the Mandatory Power in Palestine 
will hold even the balance of justice between Jews and arabs. 

It should also be remembered that the influence of King Ibn Saud 
hag always been to restrain the more extravagant movements of the 
Bedouin tribes and always to exercise a steadying and disciplinary 
restraint. 

"any suggestion, therefore, that there should be any 
anti-Jowigh or anti any other movement promoted by the King, of 
the Hedjaz is entirely out of the question. The King's position, 
as I have already indicated, is that he considers himself the 
friend of Great Britain. He has great faith in British justice, 
and therefore no doubt whatever exists in his mind that the 
luandatory Power will make a searching enquiry into the present 
conditions in Palestine and deal out its usual justice between 
the two religions. It is therefore absurd to suppose that King 
Ibn Saud would attempt to do what he knows his friend Great 
Britain will do in any case.”

The Chairman of the Commission will be Sir Walser Shaw, 
late Chief Justice of the Straits Settlements, and there will be 
associated with him three members of Parliament, selected one 
from each of th mnzeo political 


In view of suggestions which have been made in certain 
quarters, the srstary of State desires to maxe tt clear that 
his Majesty’s G ronment have no idea of reconsidering the British 
tenure of the M ate for Palestine, and that no inauiry is 
contemplated which might alter the position of this ccuntry in 
regard to the Mandate or the policy, laid down in the Balfour 
Deciaration cf me 7 and embodied in the Mandate, of establishing 
in Palestine a National Home for the Jews. 


The inquiry now initiated is therefore limited to the 
jmmediate emergency and will not extend to considerations of major 
policy. When its report has-been received it will be a matter 
of earnest considezation by his Majesty's Government along what 
lines within the terms of the Mandate future policy in Paiestine 
should be dixected. 





TROUBLES WEAR TIBERIAS, 


The situation in Palestine, the Colonial Office adds, 
is reported to be generally quiet. In the North, however, 
local incidents took place. An attack on the police ba 
at Hattin, eight miles west of Tiberias, during Sunday : 
was successfully repulsed, Slight hand-to-hand fie 
place at Yesud Hamala (North of Lake Tiberuas), some 
being made without casualties to British troops. 


The general attitude of the Transjordan tribes is 
Stated to be satifactory , with the exception of two small 
areas in the North. 


PAIBSTINS ARAB PROPAGANDA. 
ASGUSATIONS AGAINST BRITISH.

JERUSALEM, Sept. 3rd. 


The following telegram from the Palestine Arab 
Executive is being broadcast in proclamation form in English and 
Arabic this morning:- 


Palestine Arabs read with astonishment and regret Your 
Excellency's provlamation dated the lst inst. None anticipated 
that the widely known facts, admitted by the Government, that 
most of the Jews were self-armed, that the Government armed many 
Jews, that. there were no multilations among the Jewish casualties 
even at Hebron (as the British Public Health authorities declare) 
that certain Arabs were multilated by Jews, that Jewish mobs 
killed isolated Arab women and children, that the first murders 
of women and children were committed by Jews against Arabs, that 
even disciplined British soldiers shot Arab men ,» women and 
children in their homes and beds at Sourbaher and elsewhere, that 
the troubles in Palestine, past and present, are directly caused 
by the British Zionist policy which aimed at annihilating the 
Arab nation in its country in favour of reviving a non-existent 
Jewish nation ~ facts, all of which would be thwarted by a hasty 
untimely proclamation, 


Your Excellency knows that the Palestine Arabs have 
lost everything to fear the loss of anything (sic), therefore 
British troops will find them unarmed submitting to any havoc, 
If there remains any sense of justice to which Arabs ar entitled 
they insist that an impartial inquiry be made by outsiders whose 
sense of justice is not curbed by Zionist influence. In the 
two previous inquiries made in similar condgitions by unbiased 
British Conpmissions the Arabs gratefully provlaim they were 
relieved by having their political agonies and noble national 
aims unfolded. The Arabs strongly believe that a similar 
inquiry will relate to the world a more truthful story of their 
condition and these troubles than that depicted in this pro- 
clamation issued before giving them any chance to be heard, 

Then the world will see that the Jews, whose aggressions have 
surpassed (sic) political aims to religious ones, whose 
provocations have lately become insupportable, as admitted by 
the Government, whose atrocities do not fall short of this 
prowlamation's accusation against the Arabs, were responsible 
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for the present troubles, together with the policy supporting 
them, This proclamation (of the High Commissioner) shoulé 
have succeeded and not preceded such an impartial inquiry, and 
we are sure that reconsideration of the situation will lead 
Your Excellency to a m rightful judgment.

The news that a Commission of Inquiry is to be sent 
out from Engiand has had a good effect on all the parties, who 
feel that they will be able to lay their grievances before an 
impartial tribunal. 


Both sides are preparing against the coming of the 
Commission, and both are engaged in making charges against the 
Government. 


The High Commissioner's proclamation of Sept. lst has 
caused great indignation amongst tne Arabs, who consider that it 
threw the entire blame for the outbreak on them. A second 
proclamation, issusd yesterday, hes done something to relieve this 
impression.

JERUSALEM, Saturday. 


Botuh 1 Arabs and Jews are engaging in a polemical 
warfare aud are evidently preparing the best case possible 
against the coming Commission. Both sides are bitterly 
attacking the Government tor its failure to foresee and provide 
against the recent outbreaks. 


It becomes more evident every day, however, that the 
outbreak was spontaneous, ari - out of the incidents at the 
Wailing Wall, and was not premeditated. 


The number of Jews dead is now put at 150. The total 
of the Arab casualties is unxnown, but is judged to be heavier 
owing to the conflict with the troops and the Arab habit of 
carrying away their dead and wounded, 


There is evidence that Bolsheviks have played an active 
role in stirring up the riots. Four days ago, when an 
anbulance was sent to bring in the wounded ouly a hundred yards 
from Government House, it was fired on by Bolshevik snipers 
from a roof, and troops had to be galled in to clear.the house. 

JEWS 

As I stated briefly in my  ce-« yesterday, 
the General Council of the Jewish co y of Palestine, the 
Vaad Lewni, bas addressed a most bitter letter to the High 
Commissioner, dated September Bud, whico has only just been 
issued. 


The letter is divided into fiiteen paragraphs, and 
constitutes an indictment of the existing systen of governnenh, 
All the incidents are ce in detail. The following 
are leading paragraphs: 


(1) This strange indifference on the part of a civilised 
and strong Government, which knows how to use its forces when it 
wills, strengthens in us the corvictionu that in Government 
quarters there are forces which have an interest in such anti- 
Jewish propaganda, and in the creation of disputes between the 
peoples and comuunities of this country. 


(5) In the first days of the outbreak of the riots the 
Jewish community, which was generally attacked, was deprived 
of any means of defence. In most cases the police forces 
game too late a + the rioters had finished their acts. 
In many cases : police were passive onlookers of these facts, 
and tailed to intervene. To all warnings of the Jewish 
community and calls for urgent help the Govern: only one 
reply, viz,, "The Governucnt has the situation in |} 
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(9) The Government has allowed the attack to expand, 
and during all those days of horror has taken no serious 
measures for the safety of our lives and property. No serious 
penalties were imposed on those who looted Jewish property, as 
though the looting of it was lawful. The Government has 
neither arrested or tried any one of the principal agitators 
who alone are responsible ior the stream of blood, and for the 
destruction of settlements. The officers of the Government 
whose responsibility for the events is beyond doubt, have to 
this day neither been dismissed from their offices nor committed 
for trial. 


TATTACK ON OUR DIGHITY." 


The Government is further attacked for having suspended 
the telephone service, thus cutting off the Jewish colonies from 
one another, and from making appeals for helpt for the suppression 
of the newspapers, and for the holding up of telegrams, thus 
cutting off Jews from communication with their do-religionists 
abroad, Paragraph 16 concludes: 


For ten days the Jewish community has been exposed to 
butchery and to unequalled horrozs. They are still within 
danger of destruction and ruination, although the picture of 
events was so clear and obvious. The Government has attempted 
in its official communications published in the very days of the 
bloodshed to depict the events as strife between two races, of 
which it was not clear which was the attacked and which the 
attacker. 


TRUTH OR FALSITY? 


The Zionist Association objects to the publication of 
this letter, considering that it goes too far in throwing unjust 
blame on the Government. But there are thousands of Jews ix 
Palestine who believe the statements in it are justified by facts. 


Perhaps the Commission of Inquiry will be able to 
establish the truth or falsity of these accusations. 


The Arab Executive Committee yesterday resumed its 
session in a less truculent mood, It decided to postpone 
sending an immediate delegation to England, but agreed to send 
a propaganda mission of three representatives after the visit of 
the Commission here. 


Relations between the Arab executive and Government 
House, which have been very strained since the High Commissioner's 
proclamation of September Ist, are now better. The Grand Mufti 
resumed official relations by visiting His Excellency yesterday 
afternoon. 


ARAB DEPUTATION TO HIGH COMMISSIONSR. 
Jerusalem, Sept. 9th. - A delegation from the Arab 
Executive waited upon Sir John Ghancellor, the High Commissioner, 
this afternoon, and made a statement to him regarding alleged 
crimes committed by Jews and attacxs made by them.

BRITISH ROLE IN PLIESTINE. 


Important Interview with Lord Passfield,. 


ARBRS ND JEWS. 


To Deal with Races and Religions Inmpartially. 


An important statement on British policy in regard 
to Palestine is contained in an {nterview with Lord Passfield, 
the Secretary for the Dominions, quoted in a British United 
Press wire from New York. 


"What happened in Palestine", he declared, Wisse Of 
course, a terrible calamity of a most regrettable nature, with 
which, as Mr. MacDonald stated at the League of Nations Assembly, 
we all have the greatest sympathy. 


"However, 
proportion and allowing ourse lve 
by our sympathy alone, which, I fear, 
of all religions and political parties ar 
knowing the true causes of the trouble, the true conditions on 
the field of action, and the most awkward position of a mandatory 
Power ig such circumstances. 


"If we desire impartially to judge the occurrences in 
Palestine we must review the situation, recognise peculiar 
circumstances, and also realise that Palestine was not a vast 
desert when it was decided that it was to be transformed into 
a national home for Jews. 


*Therefore, not unnaturally, I consider, the other 
inhabitants, particularly the Arabs, never viewed the scheme 
favourably, thereby making the task of the Mandatory Power most 
difficult. Thus the British Administration has been con- 
stantly eriticised and denounced by Jews and Moslems alike. 


MANDATE PROVISIONS. 


"Britain's problem has been to endeavour to deal with 
all religions and races impartially. For instance, we have 
always welcomed the views of those attempting to settle in 
Palestine. According to the provisions of the vandate, 
however, we have naturally felt it our duty to protect the 
rights of the original Arab settlers, and thus we only allowed 
the Jews to settle when they purchased the land from the Arab 
ovbe rs. 


"Of course, this resulted in the rate ef which the 
Zionists were able to ereate settlements being far below Zionist 
desires, yet at the Same time the rate of settlement has been 
such that it has violently excited the Moslems. 
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"The whole affair is complicated by the rival claims 
of Jews, Moslems, and Christians to the Holy Places in Palestine. 
The result of all this has been, in the last ten years, repvated 
outbreaks of voilence to which we Westerners are not accustomed, 
very effort has been made to prevent these outbreaks, but neither 
the presence of British troops nor the polices force sufficed to 
prevent tae boiling-up of religious fanaticism, 


SIGNIFICANT FEATURE, 


"T am glad to say, however, that bhis is the only 
serious outbreak since 1921, and it strikes me as significant that 
the last outbreak, which caused almost as many casualties as the 
present one, occurred despite the presence in Palestine of 13,000 
Peroops. In 1921, as now, order was promptly restored, though 
unfortunate ly not until hundreds had been killed and wounded . 


"However, Britain does not intend to abandon her duties, 
despite the unthankful nature of the job; on the contrary, she 
will continue in her most difficult task of maintaining order and 
upholding hor decision that Palestine should be a national Jewish 
home » 


"T hope that when peace is restored and mutual 
erievancces anicably settled, that both the Jews and the Arabs will 
live together peacefully, and eack, in a friendly spirit, perform 
their share in the great task of developing the country.”

“The bulk of the men are under 25 end 75 per cent. of 
them have recently left the forces. The great 
majority have served in the Brigade of Guards. 


"We recruited them in just over a week. 
They are going ovt as policemen to augment the existing 
police force, and their duties will be those of an 
ordinary member of the force. They will have no 
special duties, and the only difference is that they 
go out under a one-year agreement instead of two years, 
They will be paid £11 a month all found with free 
barrack uccommodation and medieval and dental treatment. 
Most of the men are single, and the few who are married 
will not be accompanied by their wives."

BRITISH POLICY IN PALESTINE. 


Statement by Lord Passfield. 


Lord Passfield, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, received a deputation yesterday consisting of 
representatives of the Administrative Council of the Jewish 
Agency and of the General Gouncil of the Zionist Organisation. 
The following official account of the proceedings has been 
received:- 


The deputation included Mr. D'Avigdor Goldsmid, 
Professor Brodetsxy, Miss Nettie Adler, Mr. Dizengoff (Mayor 
of Telaviv), Mr. Ussishkin, Mr. Parbstein, of Warsaw (memb er 
of the Polish Legislature), Mx. Motzkin, Dr. Soloweitchik, 
formerly Minister of Jewish Affairs in Lithuania, Mr. Bublik, 
of New York, and Mr. Ochberg, of the South African Union. 


ux. Goldsmid, Professor Brodetsky, and Mr. Dizengoff 
spoke on behalf of the deputation. They expressed 
appreciation of the promptitude with which the Government had 
acted during the recent crisis. They pointed out, however, 
that a feeling of anxiety had been engendered by the fact 
that, after eight years of peace, it was possible for such an 
outbreak to gather head at all. As representing a large 
number of Jews, who were directly connected both with 
immigration into Palestine and the investment of capital 
there, they were anxious to obtain ean assurance from the 
Government that a state of security would be maintained in 
future which would justify them in advising their friends to 
continue and to increase their work in assisting to build up 
the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 


The Mayor of Telaviv, speaking with 35 years’ 
experience of Palestine, laid emphasis on the excellent 
relations in normal times between the Arabs and Jews in 
Palestine; and expressed his confidence that these relations 
woulé be restored in due course. 


Lord Passfield said that there eould be no question 
of the British Goverment giving up the Mandate for Palestine 
or departing from the policy, as embodied in the Balfour 
Declaration, of facilitating the establishment in Palestine 
of a Wational Home for the Jewish people. He expressed 
appreciation of the practical achievements of Jews in 
Palestine, which he regarded as beneficial not only to 
themselves but also to the Arab inhabitants of the country. 

He certainly hoped that these activities would continue; 

put he felt bound to point out that development must depend 
upon the power of absorption of the country. He appreciated 
the point about security. It was obvious that no Government 
in any country could give an absolute pledge that tranquility 
would never be disturbed; but they might rest assured that 
the british Government were in earnest about the maintenance 
of order in Palestine and would go all that they could to 





prevent further disturbances. He realized that alter- 
ations in public security arrangements wouid be necessary. 
This applied in particular to the police force, which had 
already been strengthened by the appointment of 100 British 
constables, recruited in England, who had started for 
Palestine during the last few days. One hundred more were 
being enlisted, and would go out as soon as possible. 

He referred to the question of the troops which were drafted 
into Palestine to deal with the disturbances. He could 
give no positive information in regard to their future 
movements, but he could undertake that their departure would 
take place only as and when it was considered that they 
could safely be withdrawn. 


Im reply to a question, Lord Passfield said that 
he could not undertake thet the sittings of the Commission of 
Inquiry in Palestine would be public in the sense that the 
Press and the public would always be present. It must be for 
the Commission itself to decide upon its procedure. But he 
had no doubt that the proceedings would be “open” in the 
sense that both sides would be represented. 


Lord Passfield further expressed his appreciation 
of what the Mayor of Telaviv had said about the relations 
petween Jews and Arabs in Palestine. He hoped that such 
relations would soon be re-established, as the future of 
Palestine depended upon their living side by side in peace 
and friendliness.

THE OUTBREAS AND ITS CAUSES. 


(Prom our special cor respondent ) 


JERUSALEM (by mail) 


To understand the explosion in Palestine it is 
necessary to review the immediate causes of the outbreak, 
For convenience, the point of departure may be taken as 
Thursday, August 15th, when the younger Zionists asked leave 
to celebrate the end of the Feast of Ab, which commemorates 
the destruction of the Temple, by marching in procession to 
the Wailing Wall and holding a service there. Previous 
requests had been refused. This year, though the 
Wailing Wall had become a bone of contention between Moslem 
and Jew, the request was granted, under certain restrictive 
conditions. 


So on August 15th the Jews marched out escorted by 
the police, and in the Old City all went well. But at the 
Wall they broke the agreement, unfurled the Zionist flag, and 
sane the anthem "Hatikvahb”. The Moslems were indignant 
and arranged a counter-demonstration for the morrow, which 
was the eve of the Prophet's Birthday. After prayer in the 
Aksa Mosque they swarmed through the Bab-e l-Magharba 
(Moorgate) to the Wailing Wall and marched along the Wall. 
They did no damage worth mention, and, satisfied with this 
reprisal for what they deemed an encroachment on their rights, 
withdrew in good order into the sacred area about their chief 
mosques (the Haram esh Sherif). 


On Saturday, the L7th, at a Jewish football match 
the ball was kicked into a beetroot patch belonging to a 
Woslem. It could not even be returned without a brawl, 
A Jew was stabbed, but the police prevented serious fighting. 


On the Sunday and Monday there wag considerable 
etfervescence in the city, but nothing occurred beyond some 
attacks on Arabs passing through the Jewish quarters to or 
from their villages. On Tuesday, the 20th, the victim of 
the "football scrimmage" died in hospital, and the question 
of his fuieral added a new complication. To avoid a collision 
eftorts were made to zet the Jews to bury him at dawn. 

The younger Jews refused, and demanded a processional funeral 
to the Wailing Wall. The authorities objected. Their view 
prevailed, and the Jews agreed to adhere to the traditional 
route past the Damascus Gate out to the cemetery at the foot 

of Mount Scopus, and to hold the funeral at 6 a.m. 





It was not until 10 a.m. that it started. 
All went well ustil the procession reached the Post Office 
where the street bifurcates. Here the younger Zionists 
tried to break the police cordon. The poli resisted and 
several Jews were struck with batons, Hventually the 
procession was forced bac on to the agreed route and the 
funeral ended quietly.

As soon as the midday prayer was over the unpre- 
cedentedly large congregation tumbled out of the Haram into 
the Old City.

At the Damascus Gate a Jewish 
family of four persons was brutally murdered by another group. 


On reaching the Jaffa Gate the main body split up 
into two. One went towards the station, crossed the bridge 
and entered the old Montefiore quarter, where an orgy of crime 
ensued. Some seem to have returned to their villages arter 
these exploits, But the rest, with the parties from the 
other gates, attacked north of the 
New City, where they split again into bands which roamed over 
the quarter, leaving 4a 


vl 
eath and destruction in their wake. 


The situation was quite out of hand. Messages were 
gent to all British residents to enrol as special constables, 
while the armoured cars and aeropianes were called in from 
Ramleh and curfew was declared. By 4 p.m. more than 100 
British residents had enrolled, including theological students 
fram Wycliffe Hall, who were spending their vacation in the 
Holy City, and who, with their principal, enlisted to a man. 
The cars and aeroplanes arrived shortly after. 


By now bands of armed Arabs were roaming everywhere, 
attacking anyone who looked like a Jew. The Old City, however, 
was quiet. Towards evening the bands withdrew to the out- 
skirts and “sniped" from the hills around the city. This 
continued all night - in fact, for several nights. The handful 
of Britigh police and special constables had an exacting time. 
But what they lacked in numbers they certainly made up for in 
energy and influence, for no sooner did any of them appear than 
the looters made off. 
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TROOPS FROM "GYPT. 


Meanwhile reinforcements were being hurried from 
Egypt. But, although the railways responded admirably to the 
sudden gall, they could not transport troops to Jerusalem as 
quickly as was needed; and so, to meet the emergency, 50 men 
were flown up by a Vickers-Victoria troop-carrier. They 
landed at about 5 p.m. on the Saturday and helped to save the 
situation. Next day, Sunday, a battalion of the South Wales 
Borderers, some 600 strong, arrived in Palestine, accompanied 
by Brigadier Dobbie. 


By this time Jerusalem was not the only storm centre. 
Saturday morning saw riot and violence at Hebron. Ranleh, 
lydda, Nablus, and beisan. The worst excesses took place at 
Hebron, where Jews were murdered with almost inconceivable 
prutelity, and Kolonia, near Jerusalem, where the Jews were 
putchered and their farms set on fire. Into the flames were 
cast the bodies of two Jewish children who had already been 
killed, But once the troops arrived they averted fresh 
calamities, 


The most outstanding example was Jaffa. When 
Brigadier Dobbie reached Lydda he heard that there was trouble 
at Tel Aviv. Fe forthwith divided his force and sent one 
pody by train to Tei Aviv. There it was learnt that the mob 
was besieging the Government offices at Jafia. The men were 
detrained at once, and, fixing bayonets, they went almost at 
the double so Jaffa, which they reached just in time to rescue 
the police. During the next 48 hours warships, which landed 
Marines, and more troops arrived, Brigadiex Dobbie took over 
supreme coumand of the naval, military, and air forces; and 
the immediate danger was averted, 


Little by Little the situation was brought under 
econtrol, This was clear on Friday, August 30%n, when, had 
it not been recognized that there were Ss cient troops in 
the country for any eventuality, the Priday prayer would have 
again been followed by zio%ing, That the day passed 
without any serious outbreak save at Safed showed that the 
crest of the outburst had passed. 


It is not the purpose of this article to inquire 
as to the responsibility for the troubles, whether adequate 
precautions were taken or whether, when the outbreak came, 
the authorities took sufficiently strong measures to cope with 
it at the outset. That is tne business of the Gommission 
of Inquiry, But there are one or two points to which 
reference must be made, 


In the first place the rioters took advantage of 
the absence on leave of the majority of the senior officials. 
This state of affairs should never have been allowed in view 
of the tension that has existed in Palestine during the past 
year. But for the wonderful work done by the handful of 
British, who had to deal with tke situation on the Friday and 
the Saturday, the Holy City would have been in the hands of 
the Arab mob and the whole country in revolt by the time relief 
came from Egypt. It is impossible to speak without pride 
ot the work done by these men, who in twos and threes, some- 
times singly, moved boldly about the city and the districts

without rest for more than 24 hours and maintained authority 
wherever they went. Where all did well it seems invidious to 
single out any for particular mention. Yet their fellows 
would be the fixst to give the chief credit to Mr. Cafarati, 
The British Police Officer at Hebron, waose 50 men were 
ineffective and who single-handed follcwed up the murderers 
into each house and drove them out of the town; to Mr. Best, 
who gave his life to save a wounded Wyclifze student; and to 
the three Wyc 3 students who held Talpioth for several hours 
until relief was sent.

civilisation". The annouficement of this scheme 
called forth protests from the frabs, because it 
proposes that Palestine should be kept under 
British domination even after the expiry of the 
period of the mandate, and is inspired by the desire 
to consolidate the position of the Jews in the 
country.

Jewish religions all the world over. Under the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the Palestine Mantete,Great Britain is bound in honour to 
afford the necessary protection; and in spite of certain angry 
eriticisms that have been levelled against this country by foreign 
Jewish communities as the result of the sacrilegious disturbances 
at the Wailing Wall, we do not think there is any reagon~to believe 
that a British Government will fail in its duty. The task of 
administering the mandate in a. land where the conflicting interests 
and prejudices of the Jews and the Arabs present a truly formidable 
problem has been carried out for the most part with astonishing 
fairness and tact.

But it would be idle to deny that there is a deep-rooted 
hostility in the minds of the Arab inhabitants to the Jewish. immi- 
gration and to the whole idea of making Palestine a national home 
fer Jews. 


The local authorities do not appear to have foreseen the 
present situation or to have dealt very efficiently with the in- 


cipient signs of disturbance. When the military detachments 
have restored order it will be necessary to hold a full inquiry 
into these unfortunate events to state unequivocally the rights 
(and limitations) of the contending parties, and to take steps to 
ensure that such rights are not again wantonly assaulted.

While the courtyard was a cul-de-sac there was no great

The Arabs of Palestine are not unewware of what has just 
taken place in Egypt. If their tempers are short, their minds 
are alert, and, like all Eastern races, they are quick to detect 
any sign of weakness on the part of those whom Providence has set 
over them and their kindred. They have seen a strong admini- 
strator over Zgypt publicly humbled, the work of his hands made 
void, and they see the ruling power seeking to resign that power 
into the hands of the native.

It will not be enough,in fact, to repress violence 
and to guard against its recurrence. It will not be enoush

THE DISORDERS IN PALESTINE. 
GOVERNING A MIXED POPULATION. 
Support for British Officials. 


To the Editor of The Times. 


Sir, 

While agreeing entirely with Lord Winterton's plea 
for suspension of judgment (in your issue of the Slst ult.), may 
I be allowed to mention one or two facts which may help to remove 
some current misconceptions? 


(1) That there was necessarily negligence in dealing 
with the question of the Wailing Wall. Why was not this 
question "disposed of at the outset" (i.6., presumably when Civil 
Government was set up in June 1920)? Sir Hermann Gollancz asks 
(August 27th). Probably because access by Jews to the Wailing 
Wall, for many years customary and inoffensive, has only quite 
recently been used as a peg upon which political aspirations 
could be conveniently exhibited. Incidentally, the chaotic 
condition of Moslem titles in Palestine, Mgypt, and French 
North Africa would suggest that the task might have proved then 
even more difficult and lengthy than it promises to be now. 


(2) That the Palestine Administration is to be blamed 
for the fact that on August 22nd it had only 1,200 police (less 
than 200 being British), eight armoured cars and a few aeroplanes 
at its disposal. As the withdrawal of the British garrison 
was due to a perfectly intelligible desire on the part of the 
Colonial Office to save the pockets of British and Palestinian 
tax-payers, it is to the credit of the Administration that with 
so slender a sanction of physical force it has been able 
hitherto to give security of life and property to a backward 
and fanatical population of mixed race, numbering not far less 
than 1,000,000, and scattered over an area larger than Wales. 
Both the difficulty of the achievement and the competency of 
the Administration may be measured by the fact that in 1921, 
when there was a substantial garrison in the country, and 
troops were close to the scene of disorder, the Jaffa distur- 
bances Ggaused 385 casualties (95 killed and 290 wounded) - a 
number not greatly below the present lamentable total of 
approximately 500 for all Palestine. 


May I state in conclusion my pelief that, as the 
result of the impartial investigation which everyone must 
desire, the handful of British officials in Palestine, 50 far 
from being in fault, will be found to have met a sudden and 
dangerous crisis with the courage and resourcefulness which 
we have come to expect, almost as a matter of course, in our 
“eivilian soldiers of the Empire"?

I was in Palestine and engaged for four and a half 
years, as Civic Adviser, om these difficult technical details 
with which the religious history of Europe is so inextricably 
bound up. I cam biased in favour of Zionism. When I left I 
looked at things differently. In 1918 one of the Zionist 
leaders, with many of whom I was in touch, told me, stating the 
price - a handsome oné — that the land around the Wailing Wall 
was about to be sold to Jews by the Wakt. My own view is that 
had it not been for the Balfour Declaration - regarded by most 
Moslems and many Christians as fundamentally unjust - this might 
have come about; but that any attempt to obtain by force now was 
what was refused by fair treaty then can only lead to further 
disaster.

And these Palestine Arabs have a 
great many sympathisers in Syria and in Transjordania, and 
especially among the wandering and fanatical Wahabis, whom it 
is extremely difficult to keep within the vague and mainly 
unguarded frontiers which separate them from Palestine proper. 


THE SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM 





This is the problem, and in adcepting the Mandate 
and authorising the Zionist Colony, we have committed ourselves 
to solving it. For the solution of it we need, above all, the 
right sort of men, men of the type which has served us so well 
on the Indian frontier, who know how to apply suasion as well 
as force. We cannot leave the frontiers unguarded, but we 
ought not to need more than a small force for that purpose, 
provided always that there is wisdom and vigilance in the 
Government which will nip "incidents" in the bud and prevent 
provocation and counter-provocation spreading between Arab and 
Jew.

Saturation Point. 


The Arabs have shown unmistakably, as well by 
peaceful as by militant methods, that they can never be recon- 
eiled to the conversion of Palestine into a Jewish State. 


It is no part of the function of Great Britain as 
Mandatory to bring about any such conversion, and that fact has 
been stated times without number; but the Zionist element in 
Jewry resents the Mandatory's apathy in the matter, while 
failing to realise that the process of Jewish immigration and 
emigration during the past ten years — while it has brought 
about a substantial increase in the Jewish population of 
Palestine - has more or less reached saturation point and affords 
but little hope of any such further increase as would justify a 
claim to rule the country within the lifetime of the present 
and many succeeding generations. 





: 4& solution by compromise is thus the only possible 
solution, and the most practical lines on which the British 
Government might proceed forthwith to such 4 compromise would 
seem to lie in the establishment of a condominium in which, for 
the time being, British, Jewish and the Arab elements would 
co-operate in equal numbers in the administration of the country 
with a fully soveréign status. 


A Council of Government; consisting of three or 
four representatives of each element, might be set up under the 
presidency for the time being of a british High Commissioner, 
who might have a limited veto. 


Lightening the Burden. 


Subject to such veto (whieh should be very sparingly 
used), the proposed Council should have complete administrative 
authority in Palestine; and, with experience, both Jews and 
Arabs, equally desiring self-government, would come to learn 
that in effect they could by acting in unison in the general 
interests of the country as a whole secure home rule for Pales- 
tine without any specific alteration of the existing constitution. 


The gradual stabilisation of such a process would 
progressively lighten the British burden and it is not too much 
to hope that a time would come - perhaps before very long - when 
the evident establishment of an attitude of goodwill towards each 
other by the Arab and Jewish elements would snable the British 
Government to reduce and ultimately to relinquish altogether 
its representation in the governing body of Palestine. 


fhe alternative is the continuance of the existing 
régime, and no useful purpose can be served by blinding our eyes 
to the fact that if we seek peace, the existing régime is un- 
thinkable.

It would be inconceivable for Britain to abandon the 
mandate now thst difficulties have arisen, and it would be equally 
inconceivable for the League to withdraw the mandate. A whole 
new system of procedure would have to be devised. At the 
present time, the League exercises no direct control over the 
mandatory Power. The latter makes a report once each year, but 
the League does not inspect the mandated country or make any 
effort to check the statements in the report. Only a great 
uprising of public opinion could foree the League to attempt 
vigorous control over a mandatory Power. and if such a wave of 
public opinion occurred, it would affect the mandatory Power, and 
bring about changes, before the League could act.

: There are more practical reasons for the certainty 
that Britain would not abandon the mandate. She has given her 
word to the wealthy and influential Jews within the Empire. 

And Palestine has become a part of the defensive system of the 
suez Canal. The mandate over this territory provides that 
the mandatory may "make use of the ports, railways and roads 
for the passage of its troops and for all materials, supplies 
and fuel".

Mr. H. Sacher, a member of the Zionist Executive in 
Palestine, in his presentation of what he calls the "Zionist 
Case’ in the "Manchester Guardian" gives two flagrant instances 
of procedure in the past. The present Mufti of Jerusalem was 
one of the leading agitators in the riots of 1920. For his 
conduct on that occasion he was sentenced to seven years 
imprisonment, but fled the country. He was amnested by the

Revisicnists and the Mandate. 





To the Hditor of The Times. 


In my opinion, the chief "provocation consisted in 
the absence of any visible Government forces fit to cope with a 
serieus riot. At three consecutive Zionist Congresses — 1925, 
1927, 1929 - Revisionist spokesmen have denounced the policy of 





the Palestine Administration as bound to lead to disaster and 
bloodshed. At the same time, Revisionism has always emphasised 
its confidence in the British nation as a whole; many leading 
Revisionists adhers +0 Colonel Wedgwood's idea of Palestine = 
in the future, as a British Dominion; and only a week ago, in 
the face of what happened in Palestine, our Exsautive Committee 
re-confirmed our trust in the British nation's "sense of 
justice and far-sighted statesmanship". Yet I do not intend 
to devote this letter either to recriminations against a local 
bureaucracy whose defects have now become evident to ihibalaeatoyd 

to reassertions of a belief in England which it is for England 
now to corroborate or to discourage - by decds. It is more 
essential for me to state what Revisionism considers as ways 
and means apt to ensure the carrying out of the Mandate. 


It is not true to say that Revisionism demands "more 
than the Mandates has promised". The Mandate promised the 
Jewish people a "home". To any person who reads without 
quibbling, a "home" is a place to which thoss to whom it has 
been granted, and who feel homeless abroad, can go and live. 
If they cannot be accommodated at once, becauss the country 
is economically undeveloped, the promiss to build a "home" 
implies the obligation to let us and help us davelop it so 
that it can accommodate our suffering masses at @ later date. 
The promise of the Mandate means, therefore, a steady flow of 
Jewish immigration. 


All the Revionist demands are nothing slse but the 
logical implications of this principle: the Mandate means a 
large-scale immigration of Jews maintained for a period 
sufficient to build up a Jewish country. Our main point is 
that a large scale immigration is, above all, State business, 


not private business; more than on the quality of the settlers 
and on the capital at their disposal, its success depends on 
the legislative and administrative action of the Government 
and om the adequacy of the forces upholding peace and order 

in the country. 


Revisionism, therefore, demands a radical reform of 
the present system of government, establishing in Palestine 
what we call a "colonization régime". This means, mainly 
and essentially, a statement of policy by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, making it the chief task of the Administration to act, 
in co-operation with the organs of Zionist Jewry, as the main 
agency responsible for the success of Jewish immigration and 
settlement; the opening of the Transjordan for Jewish coloni- 
zation, the country east of the Jordan possessing better soil, 
more water and fewer inhabitants than the western half of the 
Holy Land; a series of land Acts, bringing all the waste lands 
of the country snder the State's control as a land-reserve 
for colcnization, and preventing speculation in land values; 
Customs tariffs, transport rates, and taxation facilities 
ealcoulated to give full support to local industries, and 
inclusion of Palestine in any scheme bearing the character 
of Imperial preference or Imperial co-operation; protection 
of Jewish settlements or neighbourhoods by means of Jewish 
units, military and constabulary, under Government control; 
no Parliamentary or suni-Parliamentary institutions until both 
nationalities, Jews and Arabs, jointly demand their intro- 
duction.

Sir, 

It is worthy of note that the existing hostility 
between Jew and Arab is largely a post—War growth. Before 
the War the Jewish colonist was well treated by his Moslem 
neighbour, and little, if any, active hostility axisted between 
the two. It is, then, pertinent to enquire how the Turk held 
this small country having a handful of people, but oapable at 
any moment of becoming a cauldron of religious fanaticism. 

The chief element making for peace was the fact that the 
Moslem peasant was ruled by a Moslem Government whose policy 
in Palestine was at all costs to presorve the religious peace. 
The status of each community was defined in law or by custom 
and tradition. 


Theoretically we have not changed this attitude, 


but in contrast to the Turk the Palestine Government has from 
time to time found it necessary to compromise as between the 
ciaims of rival communities. Judicial procedure relating to 
religious communities has in some cases also been amended, 
and though this was carried out in the interests of justice 
it has undoubtedly left the impression among Moslems that 

the British Government is not always so impartial as its 
deciarations promised. Had the Turk wished to alter 
Christian or Jewish-privileges the watchful eyes of the 
Consular body would have immediately brought the issue to 

the notice of their Governments. For the Moslem there is 

no such jealous court of appeal. 


But the Turk did not rely solely on a contemptuous 
impartiality. Palestine was garrisoned. At Jerusalem and 
elsewhere troops were stationed who represented force, and 
they were, moreover, largely composed of and commanded by men 
of a non-Arab race. The soldier was mare in evidence than 
the civil administrator, who, though inefficient, was a past- 
master in matters of religious controvensy. To the most 
junior tax-collector the maintenance of his post was dependent 
upon his ability to avoid religious friction with the various 
creeds. Palestine has how a modern Administration with a 
a8rf6 ond competent staff, but the poverty of the territory 
makes it impossible to possess a highly trained civil 
Administration and at the same time an effective striking 
force to prevent or grapple with prolonged rioting. It would 
be interesting to know how Palestine compares per head of 
population with other Colonies as regards civil personnel. 
The British gendarmerie has been disbanded, but in justice 
to the local authorities it must be stated that this policy 
was urged upon them by the Colonial Office in the interests 
of economy. Unless the civil Government grants a subsidy, 
the territory cannot support an annual and extra charge of 
not less than £250,000 to maintain an adequate force. 
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The investigation into the causes of the outbreak 
would appear to be less important than the prevention of similar 
tropble in the future. The Colonial Office or the 
authorities are su2 in a position to report upon the out- 
break, and if any blame attaches to either the Cabinet is in 
a position to apportion censure. We do not requize a voluminous 
public report cx @ repetition cf the Lord Lloyd debate in the 
House of Comncns. 


With regard to the accusations of both parties over 
the rights of the Wakf and its Wailing Wall, there should be no 
cause for uncertainty here. Every chancellery in Hurope must 
be documented on the position before 1914 Our own Foreign 
Office should be fully competer fo determine the situation at 
that date. The question is nob new and through custom was well 
defined by the Ottoman authorities.

Vhese ersve incidents did indeed originate 
py the Wailing Wall, but it is beyond question that their causes 
are much more widespread and deeply rooted, and that the .rabs, 
who for so many decades allowed the old Jews with their long 
beards and heavy black cloaks to wail in peace beside the 
venerable ruins, would not heve initiated this large-scale 
offensive had they not seen an opportunity of giving violent 
expression to their long-standing hatred for the immigrants, to 
whom the mandatory Power has given lands and privileges even at 
the cost of making life difficult for the native population. 


The problem of Palestine bas not arisen overnight. 
The "Gorrieve d'italia" is ons of the Italian newspapers that 
have most frequently and in the greatest ail called attention 
to the serious position that has arisen since the war. 


Since the day when Theodor Herzl raised the standard 
of “ionism in his publications, the Jews have given concrete 
form to their national aspirations in a device that has been, and 
still is, the rallying-cry of their movement - "Palestine as a 
Jewish State”. 


Before the war it was not easy to persuade the Sultan 
at Constantinople to make special concessions to the Jews, and 
the Zionists were induced on several occasions to negotiate with 
England for permission to colonise the peninsula of Sinai or 
certain lands in Uganda; but in deference to the wishes of the 
scattared members of the Jewish race, they always returned to the 
{deal of the Promised Land, While Zionism could find no 
political and legal basis for invading Palestine, thousands and 
thousanis of colonists were going there under the protection and 
with the assistance of the banker Kothschild; and thus arose the 
famous "Bazon's Golcnies" which are to-day rich in wonderful 
orange-groves - true oases of beauty in the arid tracts of Judaea, 
Samaria and Galilee. 


The occupation of Jerusalem by Christian troops, an 
event that produced a wave of si re exultation throughout the 
pelieving world - had bitter disillusionments in store for the 
Gatholics and the ivabs, and led almost unexpectedly to the 
realisation of Jewish hopes, Both before and atter the grant- 
ing of the mandate for Palestine, England's one preoccupation wes

Britain, however, triumphed over all opposition; the pioneers 
established new colonies, opened roads, drained marshes, secured 
the most important administrative offices, founded schools, and 
created, emid the exaultation of the Jewish world, the first 
Jewish city founded by Jews, built by Jews, peopled by Jews, and 
speaking only one language ~ Hebrew. 


Tel Aviv, the Hill of Spring, was the greatest expression, 
and the beginning of the decline, of the Zionist conquest in 
Palestine. The town is a fine one, with many shops, theatres, 
sports-grounds, Libraries, wide tree-shaded streets, - but it has 
no cultivated hinterland; it is a city which, at least up to the 
present time, is its cwn peginning and end; it is not an outlet 
created by the pioneers for the prcdnee of their lands, but an 
expression of the tenacious and shortsighted will o* a people 
desirous of having at any cost a city all its own, for the first 
time in twenty centuries. Tel Aviv is a city ignors of the Cross. 


The grave economic crisis which has follow the 
colcenising efforts of the Zionists has various caus but the 

name of the most serious expression of this state o isequilibriumn 
is Tel Aviv. 


For some years past immigration into Palestine has been 
almost at a standstill, luring the last three years more people 
have emigrated than immigrated. This does not mean, however, 
that the Jews have abandoned theiz drean. They have realised 
that Pales > is no longer the promised land. It is an arid 
vegion Lasking in water and other resources - incapable of 
colonisation in parts, and in other parts capable of it only at 
the cost of protracted, exhausting and expensive iabour, 

Great things have already been dene, but their cost is enormous, 
and the Zionist bankers are beginning to feel the pressure of the 
contimal subsidies that the economic crisis demancs if the 
successes achieved are to be, not even extended, but consolidated. 


As the Jews,amost intelligent people, are well aware, 
Bngland did not create the Jewish National Home, and thus risk 
striking a spark that might set the whole Arab world on fire, out 
of disinterested devotion to the Zionist cause. She sees in 
Zionism a powerful ally to secure the communications of the Empire, 
to keep the threatening Arab element in Palestine at bay, and to 
afford a bridgehead in case some day {and MacDonald's concessions 
te Egypt show that the calculation was not a false one) the British 
troops should have to evacuate the Egyptien zones around the 
Suez Canal. 


far, tbe crafty and dengerous British policy has 
yielded mo satisfactory results to the High Commissioners in 
Palestine. 


The invincible hostility between Arabs and Jews makes 
it impossible for the mandatory power to leave the Holy Land, 
because the Palestinian Arabs would no longer tolerate the 
presence of the Jews, and an Arab wave would break across the 
frontiers of Palestine to defend and aid the native population. 





On the other Land, in view of the important work the 4ionists have 

done and their considerable mu tbers, and out of a profound sense of 

humanity, Europe, which can no longer do without the friendship of 

the Jewish bankers, could not in any event wash its hands of the 
National Home. 


The British policy is, however, a clever one, and from time 
to time 5 and likes to remind the Jews, if they seem too confident, 
that they are surrounded by a sea of Arabs; then, for a certain 
period, immigration is further arrested at the will of the Government, 
privileges too speedily conceded are withdrawn, and the Government 
even decides, as happened a year ago, not to put a strong guard around 
the Wailing Wall to prevent incidents that could perfectly well be 
foreseen. 


But this is a dangerous game. Ever since the last incident 
at the Wailing Wall, the Arab world has been in a state of ferment. 
An association has been formed for "The Defence of the Holy Places 
of Islam", and hag been joined by influential personages in all the 
Arab countries; a new impetus has been given to the Moslem parties 
in Palestine, and to the associations for the education of the young, 
and centres of Arab agitation against Zionism have arisen, especially 
in Egypt, at Cairo and Alexandria. 


At the resent session of the League of Nations ifandates 
Commission, Great Britain, with imperturbable calm, assured the 
Commission that great and constant progress was being made in regard 
to @~operation between the Arab and Jewish elements. Few people 
in Italy ~ but we among them - urged that there were too many by no 
means reassuring symptcoms which revealed an ill-concealed and 
extremely threatening state of agitation. To-day's reports, 
which tell us of tragic events and barbarous and often treacherous 
crimes against the Jewish educational institutions and colonies, 
make it clear that the mandatory Power has once again jeopardized 
the peace of Palestine by its false and crafty policy of holding the 
balance, which has irritated both Arabs and Jews, creating in the 
latter a transitory and not wholly justifiable discontent, and in 
the former an inextinguishable religious and racial hatred. 


What will happen in Palestine? It is not easy to antici- 
pate, but we do not predict catastrophe. England can always put 
down revolts if she takes the trouble, especially when, as in this 
ease, she finds an epparently favourable element (the concessions to 
Egypt are of very recent date) im the moral allies of the 
Palestinian population, But mourning for the sleughter, 
energetic repression, a few shootings here and there, and the pro- 
tests of the Arab and Jewish worlds, will not solve the problem, 

Two peoples have come to blows - one boasting a remote past and 
great economic power; the other defending the right conferred by 
long possession of the country which has been in its hands for 
eeuturies, and relying on the strength of its race, which occupies 
vast regions all around, 


Burope cannot look on unmoved at what is going on in 
Palestine. Palestine is a mandated territory, a country entrusted 
to Great Britain to be guided towards self-government and independence. 
Palestine is the Holy Land, and the spiritual and religious interests 
of the Western peoples and the Catholic Church do not yield place to 
the material interests of the arabs and the Jews.

In accepting the mandate it solemnly prom-sed to encourege Jewish 
colonisation, but it afterwards realised thet that wes a problem 
bristling with difficulties and unknown feotors, while the 
cultured classes in Palestine showed signs of intolerance and looked 
askanoe on the protection given to Zionists. Here again, netional- 
ism, through the influence of Syrian end Egyptien nationalism, has 
taxen root, and there are some intellectuels who dream of Pelestinian 
independence, is yet their following is but small, but they will 
certéinly end by srousing the fanaticism of the agrioultural classes, 
who are afraid of being dispossessed, as wall &s of the trading 
clesses, who find dangerous rivals in whe uteness and oommercial 
ability of the Jews. ‘hare are forces pullulating in this 
obscurity, aroused by sntegonism to the Jews and by a spirit of 
rivalry.

Zionist egricultural colonies - especially as we are assured that

Bloodshed _in the Holy Land. 


: While all the victims are to be 
commiserated, the policy that has hitherto been followed in 
Palestine is arousing doubts among the Jews themselves, The 
Jewish National Home has turned out to be nothing but a home 
of strife. It is possible to occupy peacefully a deserted 
country that has no owners, but the migration of masses of 


people into lands inhabited by other races has never been 
carried through in history without conflict and bloodshed. 
The romantic conception of Zionism has paid too little heed 
to the lessons of history and the realities of the situation. 
We Italians, who have never had any outbreaks of antisemitism 
along us, and have had Jews in our Govermment can regard this 
phenomenon with perfect equanimity. 


Joseph Reinach, an intellectual Jew, was, in the 
interest of his co-religionists themselves, avowedly opposed 
to Zionism. The Jews, he observed, are often looked upon as 
foreigners in the countries in which they were born. ar 
they seb up a Jewish State in Palestine, they will inevitably 
strengthen this preconception tw their own detriment. Reinach's 
reusoning is clear, direct and inescapable. Moreover, since 
most of those who have gone to Palestine are the disinherite d, 
the harm that is done must be done to those Jews who have 
found 4 better, more secure and more profitable habitation in 
other countries. The possession of two homes and two 
countries, the sentimental atts chment to a distant State 
and the practical attachment to another nationality, cannot 
but give rise to the drawbacks and dangers that Reinach foresaw. 


The Arab insurrection in Palestine coincides with the 
declaration of Egyptian independence. The Syro-Palestinian 
Committee, which is working actively for the independence of 
the two countries, has one of its main cemtres in Cairo. BG rei 
to be anticipated, therefore, that the development of Egyptian 
nationalism will have increasingly active and lively effects 
in Palestine, through the operation of thé phenomenon of 
,communicating vessels, which is not confined to the realm of 
physics. The Jews, who thought they were @ ing to have an 
idyllic settlement in the Promised Land, as their remote fore- 
fathers did after the exodus from Egypt, must ask themselves 
whether, having escaped from the Polish and Russian massacres,

and not moderated or controlled by the supreme authorities of 
the Party, earnestly and urgently demands the restoration 
of a moral order based on respect for the rights of all end 
on the participation of the Roman Church, which has deserved so 
well of civilisation for a thousand years and has always been 
the saviour of the Franciscan guardianship; and it 
enthusiastically applauds the national Government, which was 
the first of all to realise the necessity of initiating a 
religious policy and enhancing the prestige of Italian 
Catholicism in the crusading Hast.

discussed, which it concludes by the following words; 


"Vaybe the enquiry will reveal the reasons 
for the present situation, but the real problem 
is whether the British Government will be strong 
enough to take radical measures for its amelioration. 
To judge by MacDonald's and Henderson's words the 
Government is now thinking of doing it. It will 
punish the culprits, shoot or hang a few Arabs, 
imprison a few Jews to satisfy the Arebs - and 
all will go on as it has been going on for the 
last years. The Administration will continue to 
steer a middle course between the Jews and the 
Arabs, the antegonism will grow and in a few years 
we shall have more bloodshed. This is the 
Palestine tragedy to which there seems no issue.”

But the historical significence of a race that hes 
wandered over the earth for two thousand yoars, subjected overywhcro 
to fansticel persecution and with no country of its own in which 
to seek refuge, seems to have suggested to certain idealists the 
notion of remedying this cruel injustice of the past and enabling 
the wandering race, whose situation in the world to-day is no longer 
so distressing,to sstisfy its espirations by the e6stablishmont of 
& Jewish Home in Palestine. The policy of the mandatory Pow 
has accordingly been directed to this end; in its laudable des 
to méke émends for past injustice, however, it overlooked other 
fectors of no less importance to the life of the peoples under 
its mandate, which stood in the way of the realisstion of this 
scheme. The arab population, which is five times as greet as the 
Jewish population, cannot be placed under Jewish domination or 
dispossessed of lends on which it has been living for 1200 years, 
without a violation of the elementary right of self-dotermination, 
The Balfour Declaration, under which a privileged place in the 
edministrative organisation of the country was reserved for tha 
Jewish element, was inspired by santiments which are quite under- 
standable - especially if we bear in mind the fect that Balfour 
is himself @ Jew - but it was contrary to the desires and the plain 
rights of the majority of the population, as Balfour saw for 
himself when he opened the Jewish University at Jerusalem, on which 
occasion specisl &rrangements had to be made for his personal safety, 


These proposals on the part of the mendatory Power have 
led the Jews to flock in increasing numbers to Palestine, where 
they are given the most prominent places in the administretion and 
have been acquiring an economic monopoly to the prejudice of the 
rest of the inhabitants. 


The present disturbances are evidently due to the desire 
of tha Arab population to prevent any restriction of its rights 
es the immense mejority, for the recognition of which it hes 
eclasmoured et avery opportunity. This is confirmed by various 
declarations from Arab sources, which refer to the British #dminist: 
tion as the source of the trouble, and more particularly by tho 
protest of the Arsb representativa est Geneva. who has asked the 
League of Nations to cancel the British mandate. Moreover, «= group 
of Arabs at Nablus has doeclsred itself independent of all tutelrege, 
and has hoisted the Turkish flag. 


In the meantime, tho British Secretery for the Colonies, 

Lord Passfield, has sta ated that His Mejesty's Government will 
fulfil the promises contained in the Belfour Declaration, and will 
seo that better guarantees then before are provided for the 

steblishment of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. ‘this 
means that tho british troops will use drastic measures to over- 
gome any resistance to the continuance of the mandatory Power's 
pro-Jewish policy. The trouble, instead of being confinad to

sporadic conflicts between Jows and Moslems, will speadily 

be converted into a struggls batween the Arabs, who form tho 

large méjority of the population, and the troops of the 

mandatory Powez, which still persists in forcing upon them a 

policy hardly recon ble t leimed right of 

soelf-determination. i stest reports speak of Arab invasions 
Pales ; i igeainst them. 


The time aprears to be ripe for the League of Nations, 
in whose name Great Britain is acting, to declare its views on
